A year in 
the life 
ofSFAF

J f for no other reason, the annual 
budget of more than $16 million 
at the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation (SFAF) and the annual salary of 
its executive director - last reported at 
$148,794 for fiscal year 1995-96 - make 
it the one of the larger AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations (ASO) in the country. 

Some wonder if it is too large. One 
year ago this week, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter asked in a front-page story, “Is 
it time for the SF AIDS Foundation to 
downsize?” That did not come to pass 
in the 12 months that followed. The 
organization continued to provide 
services to thousands of San Francisco 
clients, and raised substantial amounts 
of money through private contribu¬ 
tions to supplement federal and state 
grants. 

And although the voices of dissent 
increased over the last year - particu¬ 
larly after the B.A.R. published ac¬ 
counts of SFAF’s much-touted client 
focus groups, and the subsequent sus¬ 
pension of services for a person living

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gw ike a thoroughbred bolting 
m out of the starting gate, 1997 
took off in a burst of queer 
energy. In the cultural arena, a 
' Wk group of gay and lesbian Bud¬ 
dhists sought and were granted a 
meeting with the Dalai Lama, who 
promised to clarify Tibetan Buddhist 
views on homosexuality; a last- 
minute debate broke out when 
preservationists suddenly decided 
they wanted to save a dilapidated Vic¬ 
torian scheduled to be demolished to 
make room for a new Gay Commu¬ 
nity Center; the Supreme Couft over¬ 
turned the Communications Decency 
Act, which unconstitutionally re¬ 
stricted information about sex from 
being disseminated via the Internet; 
gay civil-libertarians raised a furor 
over city regulations governing pri¬ 
vate sex clubs; and the queer commu¬ 
nity worked itself up into a lather 
over the display of penises in store 
page 13 ►

Community center adds 
three board members

hree new members have 
been named to the Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Community Center Project board 
of directors; introduced at the 
CCP board’s December 17 meet¬ 
ing, the new members are Darwin 
Dayan, Hollis Hardin, and 
Frances “Franco” Stevens. 

“These new board members 
will help the community center 
fulfill its need to represent the di¬ 
versity of our entire community 
while also adding skills and expe¬ 
rience we’ll need to make this 
dream a reality,” said Brenda Bar¬ 
nette, CCP board president. 

Dayan is the manager of media 
resources for a nonprofit labor re¬ 
lations firm in San Francisco. He’s 
co-chair of the board of directors 
of the Filipino Task Force on 
AIDS, the only Filipino-specific 
AIDS organization in the country. 
Dayan also served as co-chair of 
the board of the Gay Asian Pacif¬ 
ic Alliance (GAPA), and on the 
Brothers campaign of the Asian 


Pacific Islander Wellness Center. 

“I think it’s very exciting and 
important, so I can make an effort 
to help with fundraising and the 
other decisions,” Dayan told the 
B.A.R., adding that he sees his 
prior work with community orga¬ 
nizations as an asset. 

Hardin has more than 30 years 
of experience as a certified public 
accountant. He is a partner with 
the Eckhoff Accountancy Corpo¬ 
ration. Previously, Hardin served 
on the Marin Symphony’s board 
of directors. 

Hardin and Dayan both agreed 
they have a lot to learn about the 
community center project and 
have been provided with lots of 
information since joining the 
board less than a month ago. 

“The community center cer¬ 
tainly has been embroiled in con¬ 
troversy,” said Hardin, referring to 
the Fallon Building issue that has 
generated extensive community 
debate since last September. “I’m 
trying to reserve my opinion on 
that issue until I learn more de¬ 
tails, but I’m very excited and I 
have been looking for a project to 


get involved in. This is very 
worthwhile.” 

He hopes his accounting back¬ 
ground will also benefit the pro¬ 
ject. “I look at things from a nu¬ 
merical standpoint,” Hardin said. 

Stevens is the founder, pub¬ 
lisher, and editor of Curve, one of 
the nation’s best-selling lesbian 
magazines. She is also president of 
the board of Outspoken Enter¬ 
prises, a producer of lesbian en¬ 
tertainment products and ser¬ 
vices. She hosts four monthly 
radio programs on issues of con¬ 
cern to lesbians and was recently 
selected for Leadership California, 
a statewide leadership enhance¬ 
ment program for women. 

The addition of Dayan, 
Hardin, and Stevens brings the 
CCP’s board to 20 members; 
under the group’s bylaws, the 
board can have a maximum of 25 
people. T

Community center board announces 
several financial donations

he Bay Area Physicians for 
Human Rights Foundation 
(BAPHR) has announced 
that the first $10,000 of a pledged 
$50,000 award has been sent to the 
San Francisco Community Center 
Project (CCP). The foundation’s 
board of directors had previously 
approved the grant, said Steven G. 
Horowitz, BAPHR co-chair. 

CCP board members said they 
received BAPHR’s check last month 
and thanked the foundation for its 
“extraordinary commitment to and 
support of our project.” The grant 
will be paid over five years and will 
go towards the CCP’s $3.5 million 
capital campaign to build the Les¬ 
bian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Community Center. 

In addition to the BAPHR 
Foundation grant, the Men’s Asso¬ 
ciated Exchange (MAX) has 
pledged to raise $100,000 from di¬ 
rect solicitation of their member¬ 
ship and an additional $50,000 con¬ 
tribution from their 10th anniver¬ 
sary celebration that will take place 
in April, CCP board members said. 

At the CCP’s Founders’ Dinner 
in November, American Express 
announced it will donate 
$100,000 to the planned center. 
Also, board member Jody Cole, 


who issued her own $50,000 chal¬ 
lenge grant if 50 new women 
made commitments of $1,000 or 
more by the end of November, 
will be parting with her money. 
Cole, a co-chair of the capital 
campaign, got well over the re¬ 
quired 50 women needed to meet 


her challenge. ▼

Clarification 

The Bay Area Reporter would like to clarify a news article by 
Dennis Conkin published December 4, 1997, entitled, “Gabbert 
Trial Postponed Until April.” 

The article stated that “[Sean] Sebring was arrested after stalk¬ 
ing [James] Gabbert and trying to extort cash from him. [Sebring] 
later apologized and retracted the allegations and was given pro¬ 
bation for the crimes ” 

For clarification, Sebring was arrested on an October 4,1994 war¬ 
rant issued by the District Attorney’s office and sought by then-Assis- 
tant District Attorney Bill Fazio. Although Sebring was charged with 
three felony violations of the California state penal code — Section 
524: extortion; Section 422: threats; and Section 646.9: stalking — he 
eventually pleaded guilty on December 9,1994 only to a misdemeanor 
count of making threats against Gabbert, the owner of KOFY-TV. 

For the record, Sebring has never confessed or ever said that he 
stalked or tried to extort cash from Gabbert. In fact, Sebring states 
that he never stalked or tried to extort cash from Gabbert. His ef¬ 
forts to have the 1994 misdemeanor conviction set aside are cur¬ 
rently in the state appellate process. 

The allegations for which Sebring apologized and retracted were 
accusations related to an alleged incident aboard Gahhert’s yacht, 
in which he claimed that his drink was drugged and that Gabbert 
attempted to rape him.

Leal becomes city's first 
lesbian treasurer Thursday

upervisor Susan Leal will 
. become San Francisco’s first 
openly Latina lesbian trea¬ 
surer when she is sworn into of¬ 
fice on Thursday, January 8. The 
public is invited to the ceremony 
at City Hall. 

Leal won the treasurer’s race 
last November when she received 
61,412 votes, almost 58 percent of 
the total cast, against two chal¬ 
lengers. Joel Ventresca, a manage¬ 
ment assistant at San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Airport, garnered 34 
percent of the votes; Lucrecia 
Bermudez, a Latina lesbian immi¬ 
grant rights organizer, trailed a 
distant third with eight percent of 
the ballots. 

Since her victory, Leal has been 
finishing work on pending pro¬ 


jects and attending her last meet¬ 
ings on various boards. She re¬ 
cently resigned one of several 
seats the city has on the Golden 
Gate Bridge District Board. On 
Monday, January 5, Leal will at¬ 
tend her last Board of Supervisors 
meeting, and on Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 7, she will chair her last Fi¬ 
nance Committee meeting. 

As treasurer, Leal will manage 
the city’s $3 billion investment 
portfolio and oversee the tax col¬ 
lector. The post became open 
when outgoing Treasurer Mary 
Callanan announced her retire¬ 
ment; she has been the treasurer 
since 1980. ▼ 


Leal’s swearing-in ceremony 
takes place at 12:30 p.m. in 
the board chambers, 4th floor 
at City Hall, 401 Van Ness.

he Imperial Court of San 
Francisco announces the be¬ 
ginning of the time-hon¬ 
ored tradition of the election of 
the Emperor and Empress of San 
Francisco. Applications for each 
title are now available; the dead¬ 
line for nominations is next Fri¬ 
day, January 9, when forms must 
be at the Polk Gulch Saloon by 9 
p.m. This year marks the 33rd an¬ 
nual election of the monarchs. 

After the deadline, the Imperi¬ 
al Council will convene a review 
board for the potential candidates 
on Monday, January 12, followed 
by the Gala Presentation of Can¬ 
didates on Saturday, January 17 at 


the Oak Street Ballroom (Oak and 
Van Ness). This festive event will 
also feature the fifth and 15th an¬ 
niversary walks of Emperor David 
Nyberg and Empress Connie, re¬ 
spectively. 

The campaign continues for 
four weeks, and will include all¬ 
candidate parties at Marlena’s, 
Daddy’s, and the Powerhouse, 
culminating in voting day, Satur¬ 
day, February 14 at three locations 
encompassing the Castro, Polk, 
and South of Market areas. Elec¬ 
tion results will be carefully mon¬ 
itored and held by an indepen¬ 
dent auditor until Coronation 
XXXIII weekend, February 20-22, 
when the reigning Emperor and 
Empress of San Francisco, Jacques 
Michaels and Veronda Lanai, will 


step down, and the new monarchs 
will be crowned. 

The Imperial Court of San 
Francisco has a long-standing 
reputation for pageantry, public 
involvement, and fundraising; or¬ 
ganizers said that, as always, pub¬ 
lic participation is encouraged. ▼

wo gay men who won a 
$6,800 San Francisco Supe- 
I - rior Court judgment against 
the Market Street antique store “I 
Found It!” pledge to continue to 
pursue the owners of the dealer¬ 
ship for the remainder of their 
property — or its claimed cash 
equivalent, which they say could 
total $200,000. 

Jim Eastwood and Philip 
Kachikas, who waived a jury trial 
and represented themselves before 
Judge James Robertson last No¬ 
vember, also say that they’ve tried 
to interest the San Francisco Dis¬ 
trict Attorney’s office in their case 
— but despite repeated pleas for 
assistance, local prosecutors have 
turned a deaf ear to their plight. 

The couple say that their diffi¬ 
culties began in December 1995, 
when they decided to move from 
San Francisco to Costa Rica to start 
a new life and pursue new business 
interests, including a habitat for 
several endangered species 

Together for 10 years, the couple 
told the Bay Area Reporter they met 
in the midst of the AIDS epidemic 
and wanted to move away from the 
rejection and the death and devas¬ 
tation that surrounded them. For 
that reason, they arranged to sell 
portions of their personal estate on 
consignment at I Found It! and 
have the remainder shipped to the 
Central American country. 

Among their possessions were 
the household items of two of 
Kachikas’s uncles who died of

Gay men say they lost 
everything at I Found It!

AIDS, as well as collectibles ac¬ 
quired by Eastwood, including an 
autograph collection of such no¬ 
tables as five U.S. presidents and 
scores of political and newswor¬ 
thy figures and entertainers; and 
paintings, posters and etchings, 
sculptures, designer furniture, an¬ 
tiques and other collectible items, 
including an antique goat cart 
from the very early 1800s. 

“We made the decision to liq¬ 
uidate our estate and simplify our 
lives,” Kachikas said. “We decided 
on a move.” 

But the couple’s dream failed to 
materialize, Kachikas said, because 
the estate sales allegedly lined up 
through the store never came 
through, or brought in much less 
cash than they were initially told. 

“They projected $3,000 for the 
first sale, but it came back at 
$1,200. It became evident that we 
weren’t going to have enough 
money,” Kachikas told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Garage sale to hospital 

The situation came to a head in 
April 1996, after repeated unsuc¬ 
cessful attempts to contact the store, 
when the men say they discovered 
some of their possessions for sale in 
a garage sale on Church Street. 

A police report filed in the 
matter refers to a “mutual com¬ 
bat” incident that erupted at 19th 
and Church when Kachikas and 
Eastwood saw their consignment 
items being sold. 

According to the report, when 
Kachikas saw someone buying 
several items that he alleges were 
his and tried to retrieve the mate¬ 
rial before the buyer left, a verbal 
dispute over the ownership of the 
property erupted into violence. 

Kachikas told police that one I 
Found It! partner placed him in a 
headlock-choke hold, and the 
partner told police that Kachikas 
had punched him with a closed 
fist. Kachikas was taken to the hos¬ 
pital for further medical attention. 

According to the police report, 
I Found It! co-owner Kevin Espos¬ 
ito and his partner alleged that the 
store had sent notices to the cou¬ 
ple for four months saying that 
they must retrieve the unsold 
items from their store immediate¬ 
ly. Esposito said when the couple 
“never complied” with the order, 


the store took the material to the 
location to sell as garage sale items. 

Kachikas denied that he and 
Eastwood ever heard from the 
proprietors, and told police that 
after they had left the items at I 
Found It!, they since discovered at 
least a dozen items had been sold 
for an estimated $15,000 that they 
had not been paid. Eastwood and 
Kachikas also told police that the 
owners had refused to let them in 
the store to remove any of the re¬ 
maining articles. 

Eastwood also asserts that he 
has an affidavit from a former I 
Found It! business partner stating 
that the store shredded the collec¬ 
tion of autographs - many of 
them personalized and valued at 
$30,000 - and also told them 
where other items belonging to 
the couple could be found, or how 
they were disposed of. 

“They sold an antique red Chi¬ 
nese leather couch worth $5,000 
for $200,” Eastwood said. 

He counters allegations made 
in court that the couple’s invento¬ 
ry of estate items was actually a 
non-existent “wish list” of items 
never received by the antique store. 

From wealth to poverty 

Eastwood and Kachikas say that 
the experience transformed them 
from a couple with a one-time net 
worth of $650,000 and dreams of 
a new life, to penury - replete with 
welfare payments and a two-week 
stint of homelessness, followed by 
life in a residential hotel. 

Efforts to secure legal assistance 
were fruitless, and the couple sued 
on their own behalf. They say their 
recent minor court victory was just 
the first step, and that they will be 
meeting with police and district at¬ 
torney officials over their predica¬ 
ment in early January. 

Recently, Eastwood said, the 
couple walked by the antique 
store and saw a set of three botan¬ 
ical prints that they say belongs to 
them in the window. 

“And a pot from my [their for¬ 
mer home in] Cloverdale garden. 
It’s a horrible feeling. It hurts,” 
Eastwood said. 

Representatives of I Found It! 
and attorney Kenneth Valinoti, 
who provided their legal defense, 
did not return Bay Area Reporter 
calls for comment. T

Back to business: 
Golden Gate Business 
Association’s renewal

t was not that long ago that the 
|| Golden Gate Business Associ¬ 
ation, San Franciscos gay and 
lesbian chamber of commerce, 
was withering on the vine, a shad¬ 
ow of its former self. 

The oldest such group in the 
nation, the GGBA was founded in 
1974 and grew into an organiza¬ 
tion of some 1,200 members be¬ 
fore the HIV epidemic hit. In re¬ 
cent years, its membership shrunk 
to about 285. 

Recently, though, the groups 
has risen like a phoenix, infused 
with fresh blood, new leadership, 
a growing membership, and inno¬ 
vative programs to benefit busi¬ 
nesses and build bridges to the 
wider community. In 1997, it de¬ 
veloped a bank loan program for 
members, a method to get HIV¬ 
positive people back to work, and 
a youth outreach program. 

Irv Spivak, its immediate past 
president, contends GGBA plays 
an essential role in the city’s life. 
“Even though we are gay and les¬ 
bian, it’s important to understand 
that we also are citizens of this 
great city,” he says. “What works 
for the entire city works for our 
community as well.” That’s why 
the organization has attracted 
many non-gay members and 
forged relationships with other 
groups, such as Bay Area Career 
Women, the Small Business Net¬ 
work, the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce, and major corpo¬ 
rations. The mayor and every 
member of the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors are regular fixtures at the 
GGBA annual dinner. 

Its role as the city’s gay and les¬ 
bian chamber of commerce means 
that “the people who run the city 
are very cognizant of our existence 
and want our support on various 
issues,” Spivak says. “After all, we 
represent a significant portion of 
the economy of this city.” 

A loan together 

Negotiations with GGBA’s new 
corporate member-banks led to 
the creation of a micro loan pro¬ 
gram for members. Thus far, 
Citibank, Sterling Bank, and Wes- 
tAmerica Bank have signed onto 
the program, offering loans from 
$500 to more than $250,000. 

“A lot of the small businesses 
that have weathered the [HIV] 
storm are probably cash-tight 
from all the expenditures in trying 
to fight the epidemic, and that’s 
where the loan program comes in, 
to give them that working capital,” 
Spivak says. “The other unique ad¬ 
vantage [is] the small amount of 
the loans. A lot of banks will give 
you $50,000, but there are very few 
loan programs where a business in 
a small start-up position can get a

$500 loan.” 

“Another benefit is that it allows 
a gay- or lesbian-owned business to 
check a minority box on the appli¬ 
cation to qualify,” according to 
Nanette Miller, GGBA’s 1998 pres¬ 
ident, the second lesbian to head 
the organization since its inception. 

The GGBA has also created 
Positive Impact, a coalition de¬ 
signed to assist HIV-positive indi¬ 
viduals who want to return to the 
workforce. “We have the ability to 
bring together the best of business 
to assist people who want to go 
back into the business world as an 
employer or an employee, so they 
have the feeling of being produc¬ 
tive and, quite frankly, focus on 
something other than their dis¬ 
ease,” Spivak, himself HIV-posi¬ 
tive, explains. The coalition in¬ 
cludes the Life Program and Pos¬ 
itive Resource, two nonprofit 
agencies. In its first year, the coali¬ 
tion has facilitated more than 500 
temporary and more than 140 
permanent positions. 

“We are formulating a model 
that will address the needs of 
women who have successfully 
fought breast cancer as well,” 
Miller adds. “We want to make the 
program inclusive for anyone who 
has had a serious illness, physical 
or mental, to get them back to 
work, and provide them with the 
job training and the networking 
resources and support to get back 
to work.” 

During 1998, Positive Impact 
also will conduct a series of forums 
that will bring together experts in 
business and industry, social is¬ 
sues, government, health, credit 
and insurance to discuss concerns 
HIV-positive people have with re¬ 
turning to the workforce. 

Queer Junior Achievement 

GGBA’s youth outreach pro¬ 
gram will help create and utilize 
the first queer-oriented Junior 
Achievement curriculum. This 
national organization teaches 
high school students about busi¬ 
ness and economics. Slated to be 
launched in January, the program 
initially will target LYRIC mem¬ 
bers and GLSEN (the Gay, Les¬ 


bian and Straight Education Net¬ 
work). “We’re also attempting to 
work with the Unified School Dis¬ 
trict to bring the program into the 
classroom,” Miller explains. 
“GGBA members will teach stu¬ 
dents and be available as mentors. 

“A whole generation was deci¬ 
mated by the AIDS epidemic, so 
we’re trying to reach the gay and 
lesbian future entrepreneur to give 
them a positive role model. Gay 
and lesbian teenage suicides are 
very high. We want to show them 
that they are not forgotten, have 
positive role models, and can be 
successful members of the com¬ 
munity. Of course, they also will be 
our future members and leaders.” 

Recruitment is of paramount 
importance. Before they devel¬ 
oped the programs, GGBA’s lead¬ 
ers had to resurrect the organiza¬ 
tion from a quagmire of debt 
caused by low membership in re¬ 
cent years. “We had a revolving 
debt of $30,000, which the board 
two years ago was able to cut to 
$12,000,” Spivak explains. “When 
my administration took over in 
December 1996, we were present¬ 
ed with a $12,000 deficit, which 
by April had been retired.” 

The leadership also has suc¬ 
cessfully changed GGBA’s image 
of being an all-male, good-ol’- 
boys club. About a third of the 
more than 300 members are 
women. The group has launched 
a membership campaign aimed at 
diversifying even more, and 
reaching a 2,000 membership by 
the year 2000. “After all, we are 10 
percent of every community,” says 
Spivak. ▼

ooking back on the past 12 months, 
we have to say we’re encouraged 
■ about the future for gay and lesbian 
Americans - and even more so for the gays 
and lesbians elsewhere (with a few notable 
exceptions, like Iran and Iraq). 

AIDS deaths are still down, continuing 
the trend that began in 
1996; we didn’t have two V* 
full pages of obituaries in ^ w 
any issue of the B.A.R. 
last year, and we hope to 
see that continue to be the -• 
case throughout 1998. 

Meanwhile, our opponents’ 
religious fundamental¬ 
ism, while still oppres¬ 
sive and too powerful 
with conservative law¬ 
makers, doesn’t seem 
to be gaining more ground with our fellow 
Americans. It’s becoming evident that those 
people who have a propensity to that kind 
of superstitious behavior have already been 
sucked into its influence, and the rest of the 
country seems more empowered to resist it 
than in recent years. (Despite which, it’s 
clear the right-wing fundie forces must be 
battled as strongly as ever.) 

Here in the Bay Area, there is obviously 
less street activism than during the early, 
heady days of gay liberation, but there is 
more mainstream political action. This 
month, we will get our first gay (or, for se¬ 
mantic sticklers, lesbian) San Francisco Trea¬ 
surer; that breakthrough, added to the nu¬ 
merous gay and lesbian elected and appoint¬ 
ed officials on both sides of the bay, shows we 
are a force to be reckoned with and a politi¬ 
cal presence that will never go away.

ast month my lover and I were down 
on Polk Street looking for a different 
::: place for brunch. We live in the Cas¬ 
tro/Eureka Valley, but are tired of the va¬ 
grants and beggars every 10 feet asking for 
spare change, lying in the streets, leaving 
their mess and litter behind them with no 
regard to our community and being down¬ 
right rude and obnojdous at times. 

It was amazing how everyone used to 
complain about the Polk Street area, but 
comparatively speaking, it was a pleasure to 
be on Polk Street. There was very little litter 
on the sidewalks, the streets were cleaner, 
and we didn’t see as many vagrants sitting 
in doorways every 10 feet or so. 

If the Castro is supposed to be our neigh¬ 
borhood to care about, when are we going to 
take action to do something about keeping 
the streets cleaner and stop from being ha¬ 
rassed by the bums and other derelicts every 
ten feet, 7 days a week, 24 hours a day? 

I give credit to the Castro Theatre, who 
seem to be taking action. As I walk my dog 
early in the morning, I noticed they are 
leaving their lights on through the night. It 
was getting ridiculous the amount of people 
sleeping there, waking only to urinate in the 
open (and yes, I have personally seen this 
happening on more than one occasion in 


the past). 

This is a matter for all of us who live in 
the Castro afea. We should feel comfortable 
to walk along the streets with our 
boyfriends, girlfriends, children and pets 
without worrying about being harassed, 
stepping over broken bottles (usually beer 
or liquor), and watching out for chicken 
bones all along the sidewalks as well as used 
hypodermic needles in grassy areas. 

We all want to be in a safe and clean 
environment, but we as taxpayers, 
residents, and merchants have to put 
up with a single group’s negligence, 
lack of consideration, and just plain 
laziness. I understand that there are 
people who are homeless because 
of no fault of their own. I 
pay considerable taxes 
and donate both money 
and time to other chari¬ 
ties for those in such situ¬ 
ations, and for those who want help getting 
back on their feet. But the vast majority of 
these aggressive panhandlers, drug-users, 
and other vagrants currently infesting the 
neighborhood don’t fit into this category. 
These people don’t appear to want to better 
themselves, and in fact only seem to want a 
free ride by accosting and intimidating those 
they see as easy prey for their aggressive and 
sometime even violent panhandling and 
other accosting, disrespectful behavior.

That night for us who live in the 
neighborhood, it was a night¬ 
mare, as well as there was 
garbage thrown all around, bro¬ 
ken windows, plain disruption, 
improper parking, and all 
by straight people who 
came back to the Castro 
this year because the 
word got out the street 
was closed and there was no charge. Hal¬ 
loween of 1996 on the Castro was a plea¬ 
sure, as the main party was down at Civic 
Center. As a neighborhood, let’s not let that 
happen next year, Halloween comes out on 
a Saturday night, and we will only be asking 
for more trouble and problems if we allow 
Castro Street to be closed. 

In closing, we as neighbors, merchants 
and friends need to take our community 
back and make it clean and safe again! ▼ 
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Crying ‘Wolf’ on notification 

Your hit piece against Supervisor Yee’s proposed 
notification process [“Oh, Yee of little sense,” Decem¬ 
ber 18] - providing information to neighbors im¬ 
pacted by public agency sites - is troubling. Compar¬ 
ing Yee to Adolph Hitler is insulting. It is as ludicrous 
as the Examiner editorial equating Tom Ammiano’s 
opposition to Militarist Colin (Gays‘R’ Not Us) Pow¬ 
ell to the right-wingers opposed to Jim Hormel’s Am¬ 
bassadorship - a journalistic embarrassment. Must 
you attempt to outdo that? 

What is wrong with city government treating cit¬ 
izens like adults and telling them plainly what it in¬ 
tends to do? So far, no agency site has been prevent¬ 
ed by the right to notification, which, as you report, is 
already required by law. Yee’s proposal will clarify the 
law, prevent expensive lawsuits (and hostility that sur¬ 
rounds them), and give current residents the oppor¬ 
tunity to express their concerns and meet with their 
new neighbors in an open process. This is not a bad 
thing, certainly not the Armageddon you envision. 

Your concern, that HIV/AIDS facilities require 
special treatment, may have merit, and should be dis¬ 
cussed without rancor or accusative tone. 

In San Francisco, where neighborhood activists are 
part of the landscape, it is preferable that objections 
- even animosity - be raised with the project sponsor, 
rather than subject vulnerable facility residents to the 
fears and confusion of prospective neighbors. The re¬ 
sentments I’ve observed were due to the surprise ele¬ 
ment and covert methods used by city 
agencies too arrogant or too lazy to be 
good and considerate neighbors. Be they 
PWAs, mothers with crack babies, ser¬ 
vices for the homeless, or whomever, it is 
better to lay the groundwork for a working 
relationship as it begins. It pays off 
down the line. 

The days of trusting Big Brother to 
know what is best for us have long since 
passed - trust is a two-way street. Trust 
can be built, and irrational fears dispelled, when peo¬ 
ple know what is going on in their own neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Crying"Wolfl” when none exists may frighten, sell 
ads in papers, or rally opposition, but isn’t that ex¬ 
actly what we don’t want to happen when HIV/AIDS 
services seek new homes in our San Francisco neigh¬ 
borhoods?

Necessity of neighborhood notification 

Your diatribe against Supervisor Yee’s attempt to 
make government accountable to the people twisted 
the truth, and I wonder why? 

The necessity of Leland Yee’s neighborhood noti¬ 
fication legislation became evident to me one morn¬ 
ing in 1994, when I awoke to find the Sheriff’s Dept, 
moving in six felons next door. 

Fortunately, I am a probation officer and recog¬ 
nized four of the felons as having serious assault and 
burglary convictions. But how would average citizens 
protect themselves? The inmate flight risk (60%) and 
propensity toward violence threaten the safety and 
quality of life in unprotected residential communi¬ 
ties where help may be far away, leaving the elderly, 
the ill, and children unable to protect themselves. 

It took eight months and $19,000 in legal fees to 
stop that bureaucratic whimsy of putting jails in all 
of our 33 neighborhoods. That harebrained scheme 
would have provided poor nutrition and little inno¬ 
vative education or job training. The only beneficia¬ 
ries would have been the “non-profit contractors”; the 
neighbors and inmates would have been the losers. 

As a psychologist, Dr. Yee is sensitive to the needs 
of people with mental and physical health problems. 
No one is more compassionate. I know because I have 
witnessed him in action with PWAs. 

Why do you attempt to confuse your readers with 
Megan’s Law? Or gay men convicted in the dracon¬ 
ian days for consensual sex with an adult? Or com¬ 
pare Yee with Pete Wilson or Hitler, an unmitigated 
insult to Holocaust survivors and their families? 

Leland Yee does not need to worry about running 
for mayor or establishing a political base. His good 
work in the gay community and the city as a whole 
have been evidenced by past election results. 

The Mayor of Mendacity, on the other hand, is his 
own worst enemy. What expertise does Redevelop¬ 
ment Comm. Mark Dunlop (the Mayor’s toady, who 
has done nothing but campaign for the 49ers’ 
wretched stadium) bring to this issue? Or an agency 
like Redevelopment, with its history of wholesale dis¬ 
placement of vulnerable communities? Why was no- 
one from the communities that have been fighting for 
public notice interviewed? 

In the future, I expect and hope to see better analy¬ 
sis in the editorial section of the B.A.R., and balanced 
news coverage that informs without bias.

City Hall and the fertile brain 

Wayne Friday repeats the misinformation about 
the rehabilitation of City Hall which the local press 
has put out for the last two years. 

During the 1995 bo.nd campaign, the City De¬ 
partment of Real Estate put out a paper which said 
that although the seismic work on City Hall would 
decrease its capacity by about 200 employees, it could 
still accommodate about 200 more city employees 
than before because of transference of the courts and 
its staff to the new Courthouse. This would 
relieve the city from leasing some 65,000 
| square feet, thus saving $1 million a year. 
The Real Estate Department’s estimate of 
the building’s capacity turned out to be 
too optimistic, so that no savings would 
occur, and its capacity will be around 
1,100 employees. In spite of the various 
statements of the mayor about City 
Hall, the Board of Supervisors has al¬ 
ways had the final say about its occupan¬ 
cy. They have always manifested an intention to re¬ 
turn to City Hall employees in a number in proximi¬ 
ty to its capacity. With the final floor plans now fair¬ 
ly complete, the Finance Committee this week has 
done so. 

During the bond campaign, we told voters City 
Hall would be restored to the splendor intended by 
its architect, Arthur Brown Jr. That included reopen¬ 
ing of the two light courts on the north and south 
sides of the grand staircase, and reprogramming them 
as flexible spaces as intended by the architect. (For the 
last several decades, these spaces have been filled in 
with wooden partitions containing offices for various 
city workers.) The rotunda of City Hall and the light 
courts could be rented out to private parties for 
events generating revenue to help maintain this grand 
building. All of this was planned before the election of 
Mayor Brown. However, the press has attributed it all 
to his fertile brain, and thus the controversy. 

Senator Kopp has now waded and demanded the 
return to City Hall of the same offices formally there, 
not the same number of city employees. He also de¬ 
mands that the light courts be rebuilt with partitions 
and filled with workers. His intentions are self-serv¬ 
ing, his actions harmful to the great building, and his 
initiative deserving of dismissal.

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Ramifications of owner move-in bill 

Our misguided Board of Supervisors, spearhead¬ 
ed by Tom Ammiano and Mabel Teng, has sent a clear 
message to anyone who now owns a two- or three- 
unit building in San Francisco: If you ever have hopes 
of selling your building, don’t rent to anyone in their 
50s or over, or to someone who is disabled, or who is 
likely to be disabled or terminally ill at sometime. 

The new law works like this: say you own and live 
in a two-unit building, and the second unit is occu¬ 
pied by a person who moved in 10 years ago, when he 
was 50. You want to sell your building, and the buy¬ 
ers are two brothers who each want to live in one of 
the apartments. Well, they are out of luck, and you are 
out of luck, and the sale doesn’t go through, because 
there is no way to move the 60-year-old out and the 
brother in. Same thing if the person is handicapped. 

Same scenario if you were not selling, but wanted 
to move your 58-year-old mother into the unit. You 
couldn’t do it, although the property is yours. 

Now, on the surface this looks like a very good 
thing for the senior citizen, although it is a very bad 
thing for the homeowner. However, the reality of this 
picture is that anyone who owns a 2-3 unit building, 
if they ever expect to sell it, is not now going to rent 
to anyone approaching 60, or someone who is hand¬ 
icapped, or who is HIV-positive, or to someone they 
suspect may be. This is going to have a tremendous 
impact on the Castro, the Sunset, and other parts of 
the city which are filled with 2- and 3-unit dwellings. 

I am sure that the Board thought that protecting 
seniors and the handicapped from eviction would 
make great press for them. However, as usual, they 
can’t look far enough past their own aggrandizement 
to see the eventual ramifications of their actions. 

Remember, this is the same governing body that 
passed rent control, a law that has virtually forced 
landlords to increase rents each year whether they 
wanted to or not. The rents in San Francisco are arti¬ 
ficially inflated because of rent control, and will only 
keep rising as long as it is in effect. It is the renters 
who suffer. This is what happens when the laws of 
supply and demand are tampered with. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, it is seniors, the handicapped, and PWAs who will 
be the next people hurt by the Board’s tampering.

Existing rent laws already work 

This week the Board of Supervisors enacted a new 
law prohibiting eviction of HIV-positive or elderly 
people in “owner move-in” situations. 

This is not just bad law, it is bad public policy. 
Here is why. The new law will make it harder for the 
disabled or elderly to find a place to live in ordinary 
circumstances, let alone an eviction. Not every HIV¬ 
positive person is disabled and unable to work or re¬ 
locate. Not every elderly person is destitute or without 
the resources to find a new place to live. This law gives 
the positive or elderly person another obstacle when 
they seek rental housing today. If a landlord rents to 
this new class of people, he may be unable to sell or 
occupy a building if his circumstances change, so he 
will rent to someone else. And what will the courts 
say when an HIV-positive owner wants to evict a 
healthy HIV-positive renter when the owner becomes 
disabled? 

Existing eviction law provides for penalties in the 
tens of thousands of dollars for abuses, and is suffi¬ 
cient to deal with this problem. The new law is more 
a play for the gay or senior vote than an attempt to 
deal with San Francisco’s housing problems.

Use it or lose it 

San Francisco tenants should be grateful to F.J. 
Gallagher, whose recent report exposed one of the 
landlord conspiracies which is causing the city’s worst 
housing shortage since the end of W.W.II. He got Kira 
Eldemir to state publicly that she’s conspiring with 
other landlords to prolong and deepen the crisis, by 
keeping desperately needed units off the market: “On 
my block, I know of about 13 units that are off the 
market. ...When the tenants who are living with me 
move out, I won’t rent them out again, either. I’ll just 
have a 16-room house to run around in and play.” 
(Multiply 13 times the number of residential blocks 
in San Francisco!) 

Other cities have had great success with “use it or 
lose it” ordinances: units kept off the market over six 
months are bought under Eminent Domain and be¬ 
come part of the publicly-owned rental stock. This, 
along with a “love it or leave it” ordinance (all mu¬ 
nicipal employees must live in the city), does wonders 
for the economy and the morale of a city! Jerry Brown 
has proposed both for Oakland. Tenant and worker 
organizations should start working on such ballot 
measures for San Francisco. 

Use it or lose it, Kira. Love it or leave it.

The man Joshua Puckett killed, Vitaly “Steve” Po¬ 
liakov, can’t tell his side of the story.

Sex advice from Mom 

[The following is an open letter to the gay commu¬ 
nity from a PFLAG Mom:] 

My Dear Ones, 

I recently read an Op-Ed piece by Larry Kramer in 
the December 12 New York Times, regarding the Sex 
Panic movement and redefining gay culture. Sex 
Panic is a small but vocal group that espouses “sexu¬ 
al freedom” and, according to Kramer, wants gay men 
to have sex when and where and how they want to. 

Now, as a mother, sex is not exactly a subject I’m 
anxious to give advice about. But. as a Mother of a 
gay son, I feel that it’s imperative that I at least take a 
stand on what I feel is at best an ill-advised attempt to 
redefine what it means to be gay. When I speak in 
public, one of the things that I often say is that being 
gay is so much more than what my son and his life 
partner do in the privacy of their bedroom. Then 
along comes Sex Panic and says, “Not only is that all 
it is, but we like it public and unsafe.” Far be it for me 
to judge, but darling boys, that’s just plain nuts. 

I have a theory that part of the reason a movement 
like this exists is that many of its members act dis- 
posably because they feel disposable. In other words, 
they have been cast out by their families and very like¬ 
ly feel that they have nothing to lose, and living on 
the edge makes them feel something. But I am here 
to say that there is another movement afoot called 
M.A.R.S., which stands for Mothers Against Reckless 
Sex. And we care. We care about you and what you 
do. Some of us have already buried our children be¬ 
cause of AIDS, and we don’t want to do it with a new 
generation. You matter to us in a very visceral way. 

If you want to have sex, have it. If you want to have 
sex in public restrooms, have that. Not every one of 
you wants a life of commitment and the white picket 
fence. Not every one of you wants to be assimilated 
into the mainstream, and I understand that. But why 
make unsafe sex the focus of your lives? Although not 
gay myself, I know from having a gay son, that it truly 
is more than sex. It’s about who he is to his core. It’s 
about his soul; it’s about your souls, your very ethos, 
your fundamental values. You are not like tissues or 
garbage. You are, each and every one of you, dear and 
precious to us. You are truly worthy of our concern. 

Please be safe. Please don’t let this group, formed 
in a “fury” to defeat being assimilated, speak for you. 
Sex Panic sounds to me like a group that needs an¬ 
other group to say, “I’m a Mother from M.A.R.S. You 
matter, I love you. Don’t go. I want you in my life.” 
And so, we’re here, we’re queer-loving Mothers, get 
used to us.

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Term limits hit 
Dems where it hurts

; he brand-new 1998 political 
year appears to be starting 
on a tough note for Califor¬ 
nia Democrats. The recent U.S. 
Court of Appeals decision up¬ 
holding term limits for Golden 
State legislators (Prop. 140) ap¬ 
pears to hit the Democrats the 
hardest. 

Of the 26 state lawmakers who 
will be forced out of office in 1998 
because of term limits, 17 - or 65 
percent - are Democrats. A num¬ 
ber of those are already scouring 
the horizon for different posi¬ 
tions, and many may wind up 
seeking the same post. 

For example, take a look at the 
upcoming race for state attorney 
general. With Republican incum¬ 
bent Dan Lungren running for 
governor, there are a gaggle of AG 
wannabes. The Democrat most 
likely to get his party’s nod for the 
job is state Senate President Pro 
Tern Bill Lockyer of Hayward. 
Lockyer will almost certainly be 
challenged, however, by fellow 
Democratic state Senator Charles 
Calderon of Whittier and former 
U.S. Representative Lynn Schenk 
of San Diego. 

While Lockyer reportedly has 
nearly $3 million already in cam¬ 
paign funds, both Calderon and 
Schenk are believed to be able to 
raise big bucks as well. With such 
well-known, well-heeled oppo¬ 
nents, a Lockyer win 
next June is no sure 
thing. 

Meanwhile, the Re¬ 
publicans are not sitting 
by and idly conceding 
the attorney general 
position to the De¬ 
mocrats. Lun- 
gren’s chief 
deputy, David 
Stirling (a 
former assem¬ 
blyman), and Orange County Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Michael Capizzi 
will fight it out for the GOP nom¬ 
ination. Next to the race for gov¬ 
ernor, the battle to succeed Dan 
Lungren will likely be 1998’s 
toughest statewide contest. 

Of course, the larger fate of 
California’s Democrats still de¬ 
pends, many believe, on the even¬ 
tual shakedown of the race for 
governor. Namely, on whether or 
not Senator Dianne Feinstein 
decides to give up DC for a chance 
at Sacramento. Her announce¬ 
ment is expected sometime this 
month, and most pundits feel her 
entry into the fray will redefine 
the entire Democratic Party slate. 

For instance, the latest Sacra¬ 
mento rumor has Feinstein be¬ 
coming a candidate and, of 
course, the immediate favorite to 
lock up the Demo nod. In this 
scenario, Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis, an announced gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate, refiles for 
his current job, with Lockyer slat¬ 
ed for attorney general, and As¬ 
sembly Speaker Cruz Busta¬ 
mante filing for secretary of state. 

Despite the fact that more De¬ 
mocratic members of the Legisla¬ 
ture are being forced out than Re¬ 
publicans, term limits will have 
no likely effect on the party lineup 
of lawmakers after next Novem¬ 
ber’s general election. Democrats 
currently control both the state 
Senate and the Assembly, and 
many political observers feel that 
with U.S. Senator Barbara Boxer 



now a strong candidate for re- 
election and Dianne Feinstein 
likely as governor, Democrats 
should be able to keep their cur¬ 
rent legislative majority. 

Kopp patrol 

Overheard at a well-oiled 
Christmas cocktail party: “Why 
the hell doesn’t Quentin [Kopp] 
just stop playing 
around and register 
with the Republicans - 
where he belongs?”

Kopp replied, “I’m not 
running because there is too 
much money raised ahead of me. 
Also, I think that both of the Re¬ 
publican candidates are good.” 
And no, Senator Kopp will not 
challenge Mayor Willie Brown 
the next time around, but you can 
bet money he will find someone 
who will. 

Is Sacramento businessman, 
U.C. regent and Prop. 209 chair¬ 
person Ward Connerly thinking 
of seeking elective office? Rumor 
has it. 

One of my favorite weekly 
publications, Dick Rosen- 
garten’s CALPEEK, gave its year- 
end “Time to Pack Up & Go 
Away” award to hateful former 
Representative Bob Dornan. 
CALPEEK notes that the ven¬ 
omous Dornan “still can’t believe 
that a woman defeated him - and 
a Latina at that.” 

New Year’s prediction: Despite 
a year of embarrassments, intra¬ 
party backbiting, etc., President 
Bill Clinton will end the first 
month of 1998 with the highest 
favorable ratings ever of his pres¬ 
idency. Ronald Reagan thought 
he was the King of Teflon? Hell, 
he’s no match for Slick Willie. 

In our nation’s capital last 
week, a DC daily called the able 
Secretary of Defense William 
Cohen and his beautiful wife 
Janet (both registered Republi¬ 
cans, incidentally) “America’s pre¬ 
eminent interracial couple.” 

U.S. Senator Dianne Feinstein 


is the chairperson of a dinner 
honoring retiring city Treasurer 
Mary Callanan on January 17 at 
the Fairmont. Mary is one of SF’s 
true jewels, and no one deserves a 
party more.

After meeting with the ambas¬ 
sador-designate to Luxembourg, 
James Hormel, last week, anti¬ 
gay U.S. Senator Tim Hutchinson 
(R-Ark.) announced he will con¬ 
tinue to oppose Hormel’s nomi¬ 
nation. He claimed that the San 
Francisco philanthropist and gay 
rights activist has been “an advo¬ 
cate of gay marriages, which flies 
in the face of legislation we’ve 
passed.” Hutchinson, a radical 
right-wing junior senator, was 
one of those who blocked confir¬ 
mation of Mr. Hormel last 
month, saying, “Any ambassador 
should represent our values, 
views, and policies.” Well, he does 
represent our values, views, and 
policies, Senator. 

Around the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer building at Fifth and Mis¬ 
sion, the pigeons are cooing that 
Ex boss Phil Bronstein and Hol¬ 
lywood superstar Sharon Stone 
are thinking of taking the “big 
step.”

Francisco, whatever you do! The 
Spice Girls, I mean. At the launch 
of the English group’s new film, 
Spice World (original title!) in 
Spain last Friday, singer Geri Hal- 
liwell (Ginger Spice) answered 
the boos of reporters with an ugly 
anti-gay epithet - in Spanish, no 
less.

Where did ‘Lesbian Nuns’ come from?

This week in gay history: A les¬ 
bian couple in Kansas City 
launches Naiad Press on January 
1, 1973. 

n January 1973, Barbara Grier 

and Donna McBride, a young 

lesbian couple from Kansas 
City, Missouri, had only one man¬ 
uscript and a $2,000 loan from 
friends with which to start a pub¬ 
lishing company. Twenty-five 
years later, that company, Naiad 
Press, is the country’s largest, 
most successful, and oldest les¬ 
bian publisher, with almost 400 
books to its credit, and annual 
revenues approaching $2 million. 
Its name, which means “water 
nymph,” has become, in Grier’s 
words, “a synonym for lesbian.” 

Grier and McBride met and 
fell in love in 1972. McBride was 
working as a librarian, and Grier 
was a bill collector by day, and ed¬ 
itor of the Daughters of Bilitis les¬ 
bian journal, The Ladder, by 
night. Grier had joined that pub¬ 
lication’s staff in 1956, after hav¬ 
ing an epiphany the first time she 
saw the journal. “I remember 
thinking,” Grier said recendy, “this 
is what I’m going to .do for the rest 
of my life.” The Ladder folded in 
1972, but Grier and McBride were 
soon approached by friends — 
one of whom was novelist Sarah 
Aldridge — with the idea of start¬ 
ing a lesbian publishing company. 

With money from Aldridge 


and her lover and the hard work 
of Grier and McBride, Naiad Press 
published its first title in 1973, 
Aldridge’s novel, The Latecomer, 
the start of a long line of Naiad 
romances. At a time when only a 
handful of women’s bookstores 
existed, Naiad relied heavily on 
mail orders. Naiad inherited the 
mailing list of The Ladder, 
which had grown from 
150 subscribers in 1956 to 
3,800 at its demise, and 
Grier and McBride did 
four mailings in the first 
year, marketing their one and 
only book. The income 
from the mailings 
kept the press going. 

About 500 Ladder 
subscribers still re¬ 
ceive Naiad’s catalog, along with 
more than 25,000 other lesbians. 
And according to Grier, many of 
those 500 original subscribers 
own everything the publishing 
company ever published. 

From the beginning, Naiad 
had no trouble finding manu¬ 
scripts to publish. Many lesbian 
writers approached the company 
with their novels, and Grier also 
used her prior experience as a 
“skip tracer” (a trade term for bill 
collector) to track down lesbian 
novelists of the past whose work 
she admired. That way, the novels 
of Ann Bannon and Gale Wilhelm 
got second lives as Naiad reprints. 

In 1980, Grier and McBride re¬ 
located to Florida, where they 
both continued to hold down 
full-time jobs while operating 


Naiad out of their home. “We got 
up at 5 a.m.,” Grier recalled, “and 
Donna would go out to pack 
books in an unheated shed while I 
made breakfast.” After work, they 
would do Naiad business until 
10:30 at night. It wasn’t until 1982 
that Grier took a leap of faith and 
quit her day job, and McBride fol¬ 
lowed suit six months later. 
There was a recession that 
year, and Grier and 
McBride held on through 
several months with no 
income. But because the 
women were now able to 
devote all their time to 
the press, the compa¬ 
ny flourished. 

A succession of 
popular titles ensured 
Naiad’s future. Some of the press’s 
early bestsellers are now lesbian 
classics, like Jane Rule’s Outlander 
and Sheila Ortiz Taylor’s Faultline. 
In 1982, while on a book tour 
with one of their authors, Grier 
met “a shy, tall woman with a 
white Afro,” who came up to her 
in Los Angeles’s Sisterhood Book¬ 
store and said she had a novel to 
submit. Grier was tired and 
grouchy and snapped, “Tell me, 
does anything happen in this 
novel?” The woman turned out to 
be Katherine V. Forrest, and the 
book was Curious Wine, which 
sold out its first print run of 8,500 
copies in less than a month. For¬ 
rest went on to become a Naiad 
superstar.

(1985), a nonfiction book about 
life behind convent walls that 
made Naiad and authors Rose¬ 
mary Kurb and Nancy Manahan 
$500,000, a remarkable sum in 
small publishing. The book was 
reviewed in everything from the 
Navaho Times to the New York 
Times, and was translated into 
many languages. Bette Midler 
held a copy of it on screen in the 
movie Down and Out in Beverly 
Hills. Naiad could finally move its 
office out of Grier and McBride’s 
house and into a separate build¬ 
ing, and the company thrived, 
while many other women’s press¬ 


es failed. 

Today, Grier attributes Naiad’s 
long life to other factors, too. The 
press has diversified its list to in¬ 
clude videos and books on tape, 
and Grier, an aggressive marketer, 
has successfully sold foreign rights 
for many of its books. Most im¬ 
portantly, she says, “We genuinely 
like what we’re doing. And I have 
an absolute inability not to win.” ▼

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Ellen best of ’97 media round-up

ne of the more interesting 
and debated events of 1997, 
and consequently one of the 
bigger stories covered by the 
media, was Ellen Morgan and 
Ellen DeGeneres’s simultaneous 
emergence from the closet. In the 
past two weeks, a number of 
media outlets have done year-end 
round-ups and “Best of ’97” lists. 
Entertainment Weekly named De- 
Generes “Entertainer of the Year,” 
and Us magazine wrote an in¬ 
sightful article as well. Some other 
looks back at Ellen’s landmark 
year included: 


• The December 20 TV Guide 
named DeGeneres the third “Best 
of ’97,” placing her among a group 
of ten other TV personalities, 
“each a person of strong personal¬ 
ity and great accomplishment.” 

• The December 29 issue of 
Newsweek all but ignores De¬ 
Generes. Besides its giving her a 
down arrow on its “Conventional 
Wisdom” page for “market[ing] 
[her] personal life to revive [a] 
flagging sitcom,” and a satirical 
cartoon espousing much of the 
same sentiment, DeGeneres’s ac¬ 
complishments are missing from 
the remainder of the special dou¬ 
ble issue. 

• In its “Man of the Year” issue, 
Ellen’s coming-out “Puppy 
Episode” got Time's pick for the 
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second-best television event of 
1997. “To live up to its hype, it had 
to be a classic — and it was,” Time 
concluded. 

• The December 29 issue of 
People magazine places De¬ 
Generes among its “25 Most In¬ 
triguing People of the Year” for 
“reshaping TV’s take on sexual 
identity.” 

• The December 24 special edi¬ 
tion of Primetime Live featured a 
look back at 1997, with the pro¬ 
gram’s first, rather lengthy seg¬ 
ment dedicated to portions of De¬ 
Generes’s April interview with 
Diane Sawyer.

“I’m sad because I would love to 
have that closeness with my fam¬ 
ily,” she acknowledges, “but I’m 
not going to hang on to ‘form’ if it 
gives me pain, angst and ulcer.”

GLAADAIert update: 

Cyber Patrol makes good 
on its word 

On Friday, December 26 (just 
short of the release of last week’s 
critical GLAADAIert), Microsys¬ 
tems Software, the makers of the 
Internet filtering software Cyber 
Patrol, lifted the block on the ma¬ 
jority of the WestHollywood sites 
on Geocities. The sites left 
blocked were sites Microsystems 
still felt met its criteria as “Cyber- 
NOTs.” 

In a conversation with Susan 
Getgood, Director of Marketing 


at Microsystems, GLAAD found 
that the company had every in¬ 
tention of working to lift the 
block. Cyber Patrol acknowl¬ 
edged the error of blocking the 
entire WestHollywood directory 
and reiterated that the move was 
not intended to discriminate 
against the lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender community. She 
noted that when GLAAD 
pointed the problem out, the 
company immediately started 
looking into the issue. 
She re-affirmed the 
company’s position of 
trying to create a soft¬ 
ware that can act as 
safety controls for par¬ 
ents, yet represents 
and respects a diversi¬ 
ty of opinions and in¬ 
formation. Getgood 
also let GLAAD know 
that aside from sitting on the 
oversight committee for Cyber 
Patrol, GLAAD could also contact 
Microsystems at any time and 
question any site. Finally, Mi¬ 
crosystems will be working with 
GLAAD’s Interactive Media Di¬ 
rector to make sure GLAAD has 
more of an active role on their 
oversight committee. 

Please thank Microsystems 
Software for making good on 
their word to lift the block on the 
WestHollywood directory at 
Geocities and for re-affirming 
their commitment to diversity.

windows on Castro Street. 

On the legislative front, the 
city of San Francisco wrangled 
over the issue of mandated do¬ 
mestic-partner benefits for em¬ 
ployees of city contractors; the 
state Senate Judiciary Committee 
successfully killed a ban on recog¬ 
nizing same-sex marriages in Cal¬ 
ifornia; and apartment renters 
with AIDS got the city to protect 
them from owner move-in evic¬ 
tions. In another unprecedented 
move at City Hall, activists’ efforts 
to bring accountability to AIDS 
service organizations culminated 
in gay Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
introducing a resolution that 
would force the organizations to 
abide by the city’s Sunshine Laws. 

On the police beat, another 
raid was staged on a medical mar¬ 
ijuana outlet, this time by the feds 
rather than Attorney General and 
gubernatorial hopeful Dan Lun- 
gren’s state police; an intensive 
manhunt got underway for the 
murderer of clothing designer Gi¬ 
anni Versace; and numerous gay- 
bashings took place, many of 
them aboard Muni buses. 

Now, as 1997 barrels down to 
the finish line, lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, transgender and “question¬ 
ing” spectators and participants 
have every reason to feel simulta¬ 
neously elated and exhausted by 
the year’s queer spectacular. 

January 

After activists threatened to 
boycott The Cafe, a popular Mar¬ 
ket Street queer bar, gay San 
Francisco policeman Joe Ban- 
non publicly denied widespread 
rumors that he moonlighted at 
the bar as a security guard. He 
went there only as a patron, he 
said, and often stood outside to 
get away from cigarette smoke. 
What had angered activists was 
Bannon’s alleged role in the raid 
of the Cannabis Buyers Club, 


since renamed the Cannabis Cul¬ 
tivators Club. Later that month, 
California Attorney General Dan 
Lungren, who ordered the raid on 
the club, shocked club-founder 
Dennis Peron by unknowingly 
sending him a police videotape 
containing hard-core gay 
pornography. The tape was one 
of a thousand the CBC defen¬ 
dants received in the legal “dis¬ 
covery”.process. Apparently the 
cops had recorded over an old ev¬ 
idence videotape without check¬ 
ing to see what they were leaving 
uncovered at the end. 

Torrential rains in the Russ¬ 
ian River area left hundreds 
stranded as their homes were in¬ 
undated with muddy water. Face 
to Face, an AIDS service organi¬ 
zation in Guerneville, evacuated 
20 clients who were at risk from 
the flooding, and put them up in 
Santa Rosa motels while they 
waited for the storm to blow over, 
and the flood to subside. 



Archbishop William Levada 


A row developed between City 
Hall and the Catholic Church over 
San Francisco’s newly enacted do¬ 
mestic partner benefit law, set to 
go into effect in June. Archbishop 
William Levada, uncomfortable 
with having to extend domestic- 
partner benefits to workers at a 
Catholic institution, asked Mayor 
Willie Brown to exempt Catholic 
Charities’ Leland House from the 


ordinance. The flap threatened to 
overshadow the valuable service 
Leland House would provide to 
people with HIV. 

Lesbian attorney Kay Tsenin, 
who waged a successful campaign 
against two gay male opponents, 
was sworn into office as a Munic¬ 
ipal Court judge. 

At a meeting of the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex, some 30 people 
debated whether sex clubs in San 
Francisco should be forced to ad¬ 
here to safe-sex guidelines includ¬ 
ing a prohibition on closed, pri¬ 
vate rooms in sex clubs, and 
mandatory monitoring of club 
patrons’ sexual activity. 

A study showed that HIV in¬ 
fection rates among young San 
Francisco gay men dropped 
nearly three percent during 1994 
and 1995. Despite the drop, the 
study showed that two percent of 
those men, ages 15-17, were al¬ 
ready infected with HIV. 

United Airlines raised a flap 
over having to provide domestic 
partner benefits to employees be¬ 
fore it could be granted a 25-year 
lease for use of San Francisco In¬ 
ternational Airport. The airline, 
with 8,000 workers in San Fran¬ 
cisco and 85,000 nationwide, said 
the cost of the program could un¬ 
duly burden it, even though it ex¬ 
pected only about one percent of 
its eligible workers would take ad¬ 
vantage of the benefit. 

Hot off the press like a ton of 
bricks, San Francisco’s newly pub¬ 
lished 1997 HIV Prevention 
Plan totaled 700 pages per copy. 

February 

After much politicking and 
posturing, United Airlines agreed 
to a compromise on the issue of 
domestic partner benefits. Super¬ 
visors Susan Leal, Tom Ammiano, 
and colleagues hammered out a 
two-year lease deal, granting Unit- 
ed time to work out a DPB plan. 

The San Francisco Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health (DPH) an¬ 
nounced it was moving forward 
to implement and enforce stan¬ 


dards for sex club operations 

without holding public hearing. 
DPH said it would begin schedul¬ 
ing site inspections, and club 
owners rather than individual pa¬ 
trons would be penalized for any 
violations of safe-sex guidelines. 

Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence (CUAV) found itself in debt 
after taking on the task of staging 
Halloween ’96 at Civic Center 
Plaza. That massive undertaking, 
seen as a way of diverting hoards 
away from the Castro, left CUAV 
some $184,000 in the hole, largely 
as a result of a police decision to 
throw open the admission gates, al¬ 
lowing tens of thousands of people 
to enter the party without paying a 
cover charge. CUAV Executive Di¬ 
rector Lester Olmstead-Rose said 
that decision cost his organization 
up to $150,000, and appealed to the 
mayor for funds to cover the short¬ 
fall. Another nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion, the Mission Economic Cul¬ 
tural Association, expressed an in¬ 
terest in taking on the Halloween 
production chore for 1997, reliev¬ 
ing CUAV of the burden. 

Architects from 45 firms en¬ 
tered a competition to design the 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Trans¬ 
gender Community Center, to 
be located at 1800-1810 Market 
Street, the site of the dilapidated 
Fallon Building and a used-car 
lot. The architects were asked to 
incorporate the Victorian build¬ 
ing in their designs. 

A bomb went off in Atlanta on 
the 21st, injuring five in The Oth- 
erside Lounge, a lesbian bar, and 
sending a chill through the queer 
community. A second bomb was 
found in the bar’s parking lot. Sev¬ 
eral news organizations received a 
letter from a group called “The 
Army Of God” claiming responsi¬ 
bility for the attack. One letter, 
sent to the Atlanta Constitution , 
said The Otherside was attacked 
because it is a “sodomite bar.” 

Two San Francisco elementary 
school teachers received ten-day 
suspensions after one student’s fa¬ 
ther complained the teachers per¬ 


mitted speakers from Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence to 

graphically describe gay sex acts. 
The CUAV speakers said they had 
responded only briefly, in a clini¬ 
cal, age-appropriate manner, 
when a student asked them how 
gay people have sex. 

March 

A mysterious Los Angeles- 
based group calling itself “Es¬ 
sential AIDS” began distributing 
posters and coin jars at corner 
grocery stores throughout San 
Francisco. The jars and the 
group’s slogan, “Every penny 
helps the fight against AIDS,” bore 
a disturbing resemblance to the 
jars and “Every penny counts” slo¬ 
gan of the long-established and 
highly regarded AIDS Emergency 
Fund (AEF). Neither the Internal 
Revenue Service nor the charities 
section of the LA Police Depart¬ 
ment had any record of Essential 
AIDS, and Stanford University, 
listed as a recipient of money 
raised by the Essential AIDS, had 
never heard of the group. 

The gay, San Francisco-based 
Alexander Hamilton Post of 
the American Legion stepped 
up pressure in its discrimination 
suit against the American Legion’s 
California Department. It charged 
its parent organization with a va¬ 
riety of anti-gay discrimination 
and racketeering tactics, such' as 
refusing to publish the post’s arti¬ 
cles in state publications, display¬ 
ing anti-gay materials in the Le¬ 
gion’s state headquarters office, 
and defrauding the post of its 
membership fees. 

Some 100 AIDS patients par¬ 
ticipating in experimental-drug 
trials found themselves unable to 
contact their healthcare providers 
after the Mt. Zion HIV Clinical 
Research Center was forced by 
the University of California at San 
Francisco to vacate its Sutter 
Street offices abruptly. 

High school students from 
throughout the Bay Area partici-

SAN DIEGO 
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pated in the first Overcoming Ho¬ 
mophobia Meeting for Youth 
(OHMY!). University High School 
senior Jesse Costello-Good orga¬ 
nized the OHMY! conference, 
which was sponsored in part by 
the Lavender Youth Recreation and 
Information Center, a San Francis¬ 
co-based youth organization. 

Gays cheered and anti-gays 
jeered in Sacramento as Assem¬ 
bly Bill 101 , which would add the 
words “sexual orientation” to al¬ 
ready existing anti-discrimination 
laws for schools, made it through a 
major legislative hurdle. The bill 
was passed out of the Assembly 
Committee on Higher Education 
despite intense opposition from 
Lou Sheldon and his so-called 
Traditional Values Coalition. 

In observance of the tenth an¬ 
niversary of ACT UP nationwide, 
the organization’s official San 
Francisco chapter, ACT UP/Gold- 
en Gate, hosted a “Ten Year Bash” 
attended by some 300 people. 

The Coalition for Healthy 
Sex sent a letter to the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health’s AIDS Of¬ 
fice director Dr. Mitchell Katz, in¬ 
forming him that no community 
group endorsed his new sex-club 
regulations. 

Lesbian San Francisco police¬ 
woman Marlene Ottone received 
a major promotion in rank and 
left her position as sergeant in 
SFPD’s Special Investigation Divi¬ 
sion to become a watch comman¬ 
der at Mission Station. 

Former San Francisco supervi¬ 
sor and Clinton administration 
appointee Roberta Achtenberg 
was named senior vice president 
for public policy of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Chamber of Commerce. 

Following a heated discussion 
at their monthly meeting, mem¬ 
bers of the Harvey Milk Les- 
bian/Gay/Bisexual/Transgender 
Democratic Club approved a 
motion strongly urging the city’s 
DPH to eliminate the recently 
codified ban on private sex-club 
spaces and the monitoring of sex¬ 
ual activities in sex establishments. 

The Stop AIDS Project host¬ 
ed the first of a series of forums 
on crystal meth. The purpose of 
the forums was to “break the si¬ 
lence” around the facts of speed 
addiction among queers, and 
highlight the connection between 
speed use and HIV risk behavior. 

Two ACT UP/Golden Gate 
members from San Francisco were 
arrested in New York City, along 
with 70 other AIDS activists, dur¬ 
ing a tenth-anniversary Wall 
Street protest on March 24 
commemorating a protest of 


pharmaceutical manufacturer 
Burroughs-Wellcome. 

April 

African-American lesbian Pat 
Norman became the first woman 
president of the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Commission, while openly 
gay man Ed Petrillo was ap¬ 
pointed to fill one of three Police 
Commission vacancies. 

Superior Court Judge Jack 
Berman sentenced convicted gay- 
basher and Muni bus driver 
Wardy Joubert to a 90-day 
county-jail term, plus three years 
probation, plus 200 hours of com¬ 
munity service to be carried out 
in a lesbian and gay agency. 

The San Francisco 49ers an¬ 
nounced they would be adopting 
a domestic partners policy cover¬ 
ing the team’s entire organization. 
It was the first professional sports 
team in America to enact.such a 
policy. No players asked for cov¬ 
erage for their gay partners. 

Atlanta native Sandra L. 
Thurman became the third direc¬ 
tor of the Office of National AIDS 
Policy (ONAP) after her appoint¬ 
ment to the “AIDS czar” post by 
President Clinton. 

A group of seven gay men and 
lesbians - including Buddhists, 
scholars, and a Muslim member 
of a human rights organization - 
received invitations to meet with 
the Dalai Lama during his June 
visit to San Francisco. The meet¬ 
ing was arranged by the Office of 
Tibet as a way to allow the Dalai 
Lama to speak directly with les¬ 
bians and gays, who wanted the 
Tibetan Buddhist leader to clarify 
several recent contradictory com¬ 
ments he has made regarding ho¬ 
mosexual practices. 

Department of Public Health’s 
AIDS Office director Dr. 
Mitchell Katz said he was sorry 
the Coalition for Healthy Sex re¬ 
fused to endorse his sex-club 
guidelines, but they would be im¬ 
plemented anyway. 

In a 9-1 vote, the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors approved Supervisor 
Leslie Katz’s proposed 18-month 
moratorium on new coffee hous¬ 
es and juice joints in the Castro 
and Upper Market neighborhoods. 
Only Supervisor Gavin Newsom 
opposed the measure, saying he dis¬ 
approves of moratoriums. 

After a series of amendments, a 
weakened Senate Bill 1301 (the 
“Nuisance Bill”), introduced by 
State Senator Tim Leslie (R-Tahoe 
City), fell to defeat in the Senate Ju¬ 
diciary Committee, chaired by John 
Burton (D-San Francisco). The bill 
would have regulated all sex clubs 
and bathhouses in the state. 

May 

San Francisco District Attor¬ 


ney Terrence Hallinan requested 
that U.S. Attorney Michael Yam- 
aguchi refuse to prosecute Flower 
Therapy, the medical-marijuana 
establishment raided by the Drug 
Enforcement Agency. Yamaguchi’s 
office refused to comment on the 
issue, but as yet no formal charges 
had been filed, and no arrests 
made as a result of the raid. 

After two armed robbers en¬ 
tered the Motherlode Bar in the 
Polk Gulch district an hour before 
closing time, shouted anti-gay ep¬ 
ithets, then slugged the bar owner 
in the face, patrons and a bar¬ 
tender managed to corral the thugs 
and hold them till police arrived. 
One of the pair slipped free and, 
after threatening to kill a cop, ran 
up Larkin Street. He didn’t get far, 
though, before he was again tack¬ 
led by Motherlode patrons. After 
arresting the two incompetent 
robbers, police began investigating 
the possibility they were part of a 
trio of “Hip Hop Bandits” who had 
staged a series of armed robberies 
in the Castro area. 

A thousand marchers partic¬ 
ipated in San Francisco’s 14th 
Annual AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial and Mobilization. 

Doctors inclined to prescribe 
medical marijuana for patients 
from AIDS-related illnesses were 
given a green light to do so by a 
U.S. district court judge in San 
Francisco. The judge determined 
that federal policies restricting 
such prescriptions and threaten¬ 
ing doctors with stiff penalties vi¬ 
olated the constitutional free 
speech rights of doctors and pa¬ 
tients by limiting what they are al¬ 
lowed to discuss. 

To the dismay of lesbian and 
gay Muni patrons and civil-rights 
activists, an arbitrator ordered 
Muni driver and convicted gay- 
basher Wardy Joubert reinstat¬ 
ed to his job. The arbitrator, 
William Easton, made the deci¬ 
sion after Joubert’s union ap¬ 
pealed his termination. 

The Air Transport Associa¬ 
tion (ATA) filed suit against the 
city of San Francisco, saying its 
domestic partner benefit law 
should not apply to airline opera¬ 
tors at San Francisco Internation¬ 
al Airport, such as United Air¬ 
lines. The ATA maintained they 
were subject only to federal law, 
not local ordinances. 

A resolution adopted unani¬ 
mously by the San Francisco 
Health Commission promised 
hope for those addicted to drugs, 
particularly gay men who get 
hooked on methamphetamines. 
The resolution supported the con¬ 
cept of city-funded substance- 
abuse treatment on demand. 

New opposition to San Fran¬ 
cisco’s sex-club regulations came 
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from within the city’s Human 
Rights Commission. That body’s 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgen¬ 
der Advisory Committee recom¬ 
mended the HRC ask the city’s 
Department of Public Health to 
“reconsider” the recommenda¬ 
tions. 

A gay Lutheran pastor was 
among dozens of San Franciscans 
arrested by National Park Police 
for protesting the proposed de¬ 
molition of former military¬ 
housing units on Presidio Nation¬ 
al Park land. The activists, includ¬ 
ing the Reverend Jeff Johnson 
of First United Lutheran Church, 
urged converting the buildings 
into low-cost housing to help 
homeless people in the city.

June 

Latina lesbian Dr. Sandra 
Hernandez resigned as director 
of the San Francisco Department 
of Public Health. She said she 
looked forward to her new career, 
serving as fourth director of the 
San Francisco Foundation. 

San Francisco’s Board of Su¬ 
pervisors unanimously supported 
a policy change that would pro¬ 
hibit city employees from flying 
on United Airlines if alternative 
carriers could be found. The ac¬ 
tion came as a result of United’s 
stiff opposition to the city’s do¬ 
mestic partner law. 

In speaking to a reporter while 
visiting San Francisco, the Dalai 
Lama clarified his views on the 
Buddhist attitude toward homo¬ 
sexuality. The spiritual leader in 
exile from Chinese-occupied 
Tibet distinguished between Bud¬ 
dhist “believers and non-believ¬ 
ers.” For believers, man-to-man 
and woman-to-woman lovemak¬ 
ing is generally considered “sexu¬ 
al misconduct.” For non-believers, 
such relations can be “mutually 
agreeable” and “harmless.” The 
explanation did not sit entirely 
well with San Francisco’s many 
gay Buddhists. Later in the 
month, during a meeting with les¬ 
bian and gay Buddhists, clergy, 
and human rights activists, the 
Dalai Lama voiced his support for 
the full recognition of human 
rights for all people, regardless of 
sexual orientation. 

A temporary restraining order 
requested by Deputy Attorney 
General Belinda Johns froze the 
known assets of “Essential AIDS, 
Inc.,” the Los Angeles-based en¬ 
terprise suspected of operating a 
phony fundraising campaign in 
the Bay Area. The order also en¬ 
joined the company’s operators 
from engaging in any further 
fundraising activities. 

The American Center for 
Law and Justice (ACLJ) A Vir¬ 


ginia-based legal advocacy group 
founded by Christian fundamen¬ 
talist homophobe Pat Robertson 
filed suit against San Francisco on 
behalf of any electrical contractor, 
claiming the city’s new domestic 
partners benefit law caused the 
firm harm. Inquiries into the 
business, PM&M Electric, led to 
an empty Oakland building and 
other dead ends. Legal analysts 
said the suit was unlikely to suc¬ 
ceed. It was eventually dropped. 

Project Open Hand, acknowl¬ 
edging public perception that the 
salaries of AIDS service organiza¬ 
tion (ASOs) administrators are 
too high, froze the salaries of six 
top employees for the upcoming 
fiscal year. Open Hand Executive 
Director Tom Nolan said people’s 
concern over pay levels signals a 
troubling decline in public sup¬ 
port for ASOs. The AIDS epidem¬ 
ic is far from over, he cautioned. 

Convicted gaybasher Tyrone 
Johnson was sentenced to nine 
months in jail and three years 
probation for assaulting lesbian 
Muni bus driver Sami Sparks. 

San Francisco’s Human 
Rights Commission voted to re¬ 
ject the advice of its Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender Advisory 
Committee, which had urged the 
HRC to oppose the city’s new sex- 
club regulations. 

Under clear skies and with 
much revelry, some half-a-million 
people took part in the 27th An¬ 
nual San Francisco Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, Transgender 
Pride Parade and Celebration. 
Later in the month, Pride Cele¬ 
bration Committee President 
Deborah Oakley-Melvin an¬ 
nounced the appointment of 
Teddy Valentine Henry With- 
erington as the first executive di¬ 
rector of the Pride Parade. With- 
erington, was the festival director 
of London’s Pride Trust. 

The Names Project revised 
its budget from $5.2 million to 
$4.5 million, and cut its staff from 
51 to 42. Executive Director An¬ 
thony Turney, whose salary 
stood at $88,000 for the 1994-95 
fiscal year, said he and all the re¬ 
maining staff went without merit 
raises this year. 

In a major victory for free 
speech advocates, the Supreme 
Court unanimously struck down 
the Communications Decency Act, 
which had restricted the transmis¬ 
sion of sexually explicit words and 
images over the Internet. 

July 

Supervisor Susan Leal was 

named chair of the Board of Su¬ 
pervisor’s Finance Committee. In 
that role, she would play a major 
role in reallocating more than $10 
million in city funding to services 
such as condom distribution in 
bars, AIDS housing, and the 
planned gay community center. 

The fight between the 
Women’s Building and its tena¬ 
cious tenant, the Dovre Club, 
went to trial. Digging its heels in, 
the Irish bar sought to avoid evic¬ 
tion, but the Women’s Building in¬ 
sisted the bar close so that the 
building could be earthquake 
retrofitted as required by law. 

San Franciscans went on the 
alert after learning that fugitive 
Andrew Cunanan, sought by the 
FBI in connection with the slay¬ 
ings of clothing designer Gianni

Versace and four others across the 
country, was a frequent visitor to 
the city before his alleged crime 
spree. Later in the month, Cu¬ 
nanan committed suicide aboard 
a houseboat docked in Miami 
Beach, Florida, not far from where 
Versace was murdered. 

New Leaf, a nonprofit sub¬ 
stance-abuse counseling agency, 
received city funding to the tune 
of $286,385 to help it deliver ser¬ 
vices on demand to substance 
abusers, particularly gay men ad¬ 
dicted to speed. 

In a highly visible protest act in 
the Financial District, ACT 
UP/Golden Gate members 
crushed boxes of Zantac to 
demonstrate their anger with 
Glaxo Wellcome’s lax attitude to¬ 
ward developing the promising 
new AIDS drug 1592. 

August 

Cruising for sex near the wind¬ 
mills in Golden Gate Park be¬ 
came more hazardous for gay men 
after the San Francisco Chronicle 
mentioned'the goings-on there. 
Harvey Milk Democratic Club 
President Jeff Sheehy said the 
Chronicle article needlessly pitted 
“gay men against families,” and 
was trying to create a scandal 
where there is none. Police on 
mountain bikes regularly patrol 
the area and cite gay men for vio¬ 
lating park rules requiring people 
to stay on designated pathways. 

Police arrested three ACT 
UP/Golden Gate protesters for 
trespassing at the Ralph K. Davies 
Medical Center. The trio had at¬ 
tempted to block a truck carrying 
medical records from the offices 
of the former Conant Medical 
Group, which had been abruptly 
closed after being bought out by 
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CASTRO SPECIAL

September 

A federal appeals court ruled 
that gay Petty Officer Keith 
Meinhold, who successfully chal¬ 
lenged his discharge from the

Navy, was entitled to attorneys’ 
fees. The ruling forced the Navy to 
cough up some $420,000 to cover 
Meinhold’s expenses in fighting 
the attempted expulsion, which 
occurred solely because Meinhold 
publicly declared himself to be gay. 

As many as 20,000 candle¬ 
holding San Franciscans, mourn¬ 
ing the accidental death of 
Princess Diana, marched from 
Castro Street to the British Con¬ 
sulate in solemn commemora¬ 
tion. The Sisters of Perpetual 
Indulgence organized the pro¬ 
cession, and the Reverend Cecil 
Williams led a brief service for 
the departed princess. 

The San Francisco Health 
Commission’s budget committee 
told Catholic Charities in no 
uncertain terms that if it didn’t di¬ 
versify its board membership to 
reflect the people it served, in¬ 
cluding lesbian and gay clients, 
the city would decline to contract 
with the agency to provide vari¬ 
ous mental health services at its 
Peter Claver House, a residential 
program for HIV/AIDS clients. 

October 

San Franciscans intending to 
take part in the Sex Panic Sum¬ 
mit in San Diego in November 
met at the Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church to plan their presen¬ 
tations at the event. The Sex Panic 
movement grew as a response to 
perceived anti-sex forces within 
the queer community. 

A young male model, whose 
image graced the glossy cover of 
youth-oriented, San Francisco- 
based XY Magazine, was arrest¬ 
ed in connection with a variety of 
robbery, automobile burglary, and 
parole violation charges. Joshua 
Puckett, 17, was also being ques¬ 
tioned in connection with the 
murder of 29-year-old Vitaly Po¬ 
liakov, a gay Russian business¬ 
man who had been living in the 
San Francisco Bay Area. Puckett 
reportedly claimed to have killed 
Poliakov during an altercation at 


an Orinda house after he woke to 
find the Russian emigre sexually 
assaulting him. 

After many Castro area resi¬ 
dents complained about hugely 
hung Billy Dolls and penis im¬ 
ages appearing in store windows 
along Castro Street, a community 
debate erupted over the question 
of allowing or censoring such dis¬ 
plays. Two stores, A Different 
Light Bookstore and Does Your 
Father Know?, weathered much 
criticism over their stands in favor 
of freedom of expression, but they 
also received many kudos. 

November 

On November 4, Supervisor 
Susan Leal easily won her bid to 
be the city’s new treasurer, ending 
a campaign that grew more spirit¬ 
ed than many predicted. 

Also on November 4, military 
recruiters returned to City 
College for the first time since 
they were banned in 1992. Pro¬ 
testers held a kiss-in; most stu¬ 
dents didn’t seem to care about 
the recruiters, or the men kissing. 

Harvey Milk was honored in 
the plaza bearing his name when a 
gigantic rainbow flag was un¬ 
furled atop a new flagpole. On 
Thanksgiving, a small crowd 
walked in silence from Milk’s old 
camera store on Castro Street to 
Duboce Park, marking the 19th 
anniversary of the death of Milk 
and former Mayor George 
Moscone, both of whom were 
gunned down by former Supervi¬ 
sor Dan White. 

Preservationists trying to save 
the Fallon Building staged a 
press conference and picketed the 
Community Center Project’s 
Founders’ Dinner at the Hyatt. 
The city’s Landmarks Preserva¬ 
tion Advisory Board decided to 
hold another hearing to pursue 
whether the building should be 
examined for landmark status. 

The Board of Supervisors ap¬ 
proved amendments to the land¬ 
mark domestic partner law.

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Gay psychiatrist Dr. Dean 
Freeman was arrested in the Santa 
Barbara area and brought to San 
Francisco. He was charged with 
hacking a former patient-turned- 
lover with a knife and camping ax 
more than 20 times in 1994, after 
the two men had spent the evening 
taking drugs that Freeman had 
prescribed to the victim. 

Stop AIDS Project an¬ 
nounced over 150,000 condoms 
had been distributed in local bars 
since the end of September. Only 
Martuni’s objected to having 
rubbers at the bar. 



Supervisor Tom Ammiano 
said he wants sunshine on city- 
funded AIDS groups, and called 
for a hearing in early 1998 to de¬ 
termine how ASOs comply with 
the city’s Sunshine Ordinance. 

Supes Gavin Newsom and 
Ammiano disagreed over honor¬ 
ing retired General Colin Pow¬ 
ell for his work involving* volun- 
teerism. Ammiano stopped New¬ 
som’s commendation, and blast¬ 
ed Powell’s position on gays in the 
military. Newsom balked at being 
called “insensitive” to gays in the 
military, and the next night apol¬ 
ogized to Milk Club members. 

December 

World AIDS Day, December 
1, marked the opening of U CSF’s 
new AIDS Research Institute, 
headed by Dr. Thomas Coates. 

United Nations AIDS Director 
Dr. Peter Piot was the keynote 
speaker. ACT UP/East Bay 

marked the day with an evening 
vigil and called on national and 
state leaders to lift the ban on nee¬ 
dle exchange. 

The U.S. Supreme Court re¬ 
fused to hear the case of the Rev¬ 
erend Eugene Lumpkin Jr., 
whose refusal to denounce anti-' 
gay violence got him fired from 
the city’s Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion four years ago. 

A civil trial of a sexual harass¬ 
ment lawsuit filed against former 
KOFY-TV owner James Gabbert 
was postponed until April. 

Openly gay BART Director 
Tom Radulovich took the lead 
on plans to allow PWAs to utilize 


a discounted BART/Muni fast 
pass while traveling in the city. 

The Dovre Club closed its 
doors December 9, and the 
Women’s Building announced 
plans to start required renovation 
work soon. 

The city’s Health Services 
System Board voted to remove 
exclusionary language pertaining 
to sex reassignment surgery from 
health plans for city employees. 

The Board of Supervisors ap¬ 
proved an 18-month moratorium 
on owner move-in evictions 
that landlords had used to oust 
residents, including PWAs, from 
their homes so they could jack up 
rents. The resolution affects se¬ 
niors, the disabled, and those who 
have terminal illnesses. 

Supervisor Leland Yee called 
for publicly funded housing pro¬ 
jects, including HIV/AIDS hous¬ 
ing, to have notices posted on 
property before the projects are 
approved; his measure died in 
committee, but may end up on 
the ballot. 

The American Center for 
Law and Justice (ACLJ) filed a 
second civil suit in U.S. District 
Court challenging the city’s do¬ 
mestic partner benefit law. This 
time, ACLJ is representing S.D. 
Myers, Inc., an Ohio-based firm 
that “was founded on and tries to 
adhere to Christian Biblical prin¬ 
ciples.” The suit will probably not 
be heard until Federal Judge 
Claudia Wilken issues her deci¬ 
sion in the ATA lawsuit. 

Former San Francisco Emper¬ 
or Jerry Coletti was sentenced to 
a brief federal facility following 
his conviction for tax fraud. 

The Transgender Health 
Project issued its preliminary 
findings to the HIV Prevention 
Planning Council. The group 
sought to determine HIV/AIDS 
data among the city’s TG popula¬ 
tion, and completed interviews 
with 450 participants. 

Rosanne Ellen Gervais, a 
Micmac Indian lesbian from 
Northern Ontario, was in the city 
to visit her lover and became the 
latest victim of a gaybashing 
aboard a Muni bus, when a gang 
of almost 20 juveniles and young 
adults allegedly assaulted her. Po¬ 
lice arrested suspects Lamarr D. 
McCoy and Trinette M. Pinson. 
Gervais suffered injuries to her 
head, face, throat, stomach, and 
groin, and was taken by para¬ 
medics to St. Francis Hospital. 

District Attorney Terence 
Hallinan decided to prosecute a 
PWA on felony charges of grow¬ 
ing marijuana. Victor Thomas 
(Tom) Evans had the misfortune 
of living next to a retired federal 
judge, who called the cops. Evans 
said he grew marijuana for two 
buyers clubs, and did not sell to 
“healthy people.” ▼

with AIDS (PWA) because he 
came to possess a copy of the top- 
secret document — SFAF Execu¬ 
tive Director Pat Christen contin¬ 
ues to have staunch supporters 
within and outside the gay com¬ 
munity, and her organization 
continues to be viewed as a na¬ 
tional model in many respects. 

What follows is a look at the 
SFAF during 1997. 

Downsize? Forget it 

AIDS activists, people involved 
with community planning for 
HIV/AIDS services, and others 
started off the year questioning 
the size of giant ASOs such as 
SFAF. Christen’s annual salary, 
then reported at $ 134,137, became 
a focal point of criticism. Paul 
Wisotzky, the openly gay PWA 
who chairs SFAF’s board of direc¬ 
tors, defended Christen’s salary 
and emphasized that the board is 
responsible for setting the vision 
and policy for the organization. 

“It is not Pat’s show,” he told 
the B.A.R. last January. “We take a 
lot of flak because of her. If we 
didn’t think she was the incredi¬ 
ble leader, manager, and adminis¬ 
trator that she is, we wouldn’t 
maintain that relationship.” 

Wisotzky said he was skeptical 
when he arrived on the board. “I’d 
heard a lot of stuff about her. Get¬ 
ting to know her has been great. I 
see her as the brightest and one of 
the best leaders we have in HIV in 
the country, probably in the 
world,” he said. 

As for SFAF’s finances, an in¬ 
dependent audit revealed the or¬ 
ganization is very stable. For the 
year ending June 20,1996, nearly 
73 percent of the agency’s $16

of Saint Francis Memorial Hospital 


million budget was spent on pro¬ 
grams, compared to 20.6 percent 
on fundraising and 6.6 percent on 
management and general expense 
allocations. Almost 74 percent of 
the annual budget came from pri¬ 
vate giving and other non-gov¬ 
ernment revenue. 

Listening slower 

In April, about 1,000 people 
arrived at Fort Mason Center for 
the 10th annual Leadership Din¬ 
ner, one of SFAF’s bigger 
fundraising events. To make the 
evening memorable, Christen’s 
friend Sandra Thurman flew in 
from the East Coast and spoke to 
the audience. Thurman had just 
been named President Clinton’s 
third director of the Office of Na¬ 
tional AIDS Policy. 

Thurman praised the SFAF 
and cited Christen’s accomplish¬ 
ments: she co-wrote the Ryan 
White CARE Act and has been 
successful in securing much- 
sought corporate and foundation 
dollars, in addition to the millions 
made at the AIDS Ride and AIDS 
Walk events. 

During her remarks, Christen 
said people need to be “listening 
more slowly” when it comes to 
those living with HIV/AIDS. She 
issued a challenge to AIDS service 
providers, activists, and others, 
that they “accept that others may 
have needs and desires that are in 
opposition to our own, and are 
nevertheless valid and worthy of 
respect. The SFAF has modified 
its programs to better meet the di¬ 
vergent needs of those we serve. 

“We need only to be commit¬ 
ted to genuinely listening to one 
another - to listening more slow¬ 
ly,” said Christen. 

Despite Christen’s call for peo¬ 
ple to listen, SFAF’s 19 all-volun- 
teer directors remain hard of 
hearing - board meetings are 
closed to the public, with invita¬ 
tions being extended only “when 
appropriate.” 

AIDS Ride 4 

In June, the California AIDS 
Ride 4 Presented by Tanqueray 
took 2,476 exhausted riders on a 
525-mile San Francisco-to-Los An¬ 
geles trek. The June 7 closing cere¬ 
mony garnered substantial televi¬ 
sion news coverage and served as a 
powerful message for people think¬ 
ing of participating in 1998’s event. 

Producer Dan Pallotta’s multi¬ 
million dollar AIDS benefit events 
were covered in everything from 
the New York Times Sunday Mag¬ 
azine to the Advocate and Out , as 
well as a slew of other newspa¬ 
pers. However, Pallotta was livid 
about press coverage of the con¬ 
troversial 1996 AIDS Ride in 
Philadelphia, and 1997 Florida 
AIDS Ride. Both rides brought in 
considerably less than expected, 
although AIDS Rides in other 
cities made more money than 
ever. 

That was the case in San Fran¬ 
cisco, where final Figures show a 
total of $4.9 million raised in re¬ 
ceipts and pledges. After expens¬ 
es, net revenue was reported at 
$3.1 million, up from the $2.5 
million net in 1996. The 1997 ride 
also raised a total of $4.5 million 
for the Los Angeles Gay 8c Lesbian 
Center. 

SFAF has worked to lower 
costs, and AIDS Ride 4 showed 
their efforts were successful; AIDS 
Ride 4 saw only $709,607, or 
14.38 percent of the total, spent 
for rider support. In 1996, that 
figure was 17 percent. The cost of 
fundraising also decreased, com¬ 
ing in at 36.15 percent of the total 
revenue. In 1996, that figure was 
38.74 percent of the $4.1 million 
total. In 1995, the first year SFAF 
participated, a whopping 46.61 
percent of the $2.1 million total 
revenue was spent on fundraising. 


Christen participated in the 
ride and spoke with the B.A.R. 
from a camp near King City on 
June 2. She said the support pro- 
• vided by Pallotta TeamWorks was 
sufficient. Other riders consis¬ 
tently reminded people that the 
event amounted to setting up, 
tearing down, and moving a “mini 
city” for seven days. 

Registration for the May 31- 
June 6 California AIDS Ride 5 will 
probably be full by the end of Jan¬ 
uary. A record number of Bay Area 
residents and their counterparts in 
the Southland have already pledged 
to raise a minimum of $2,500 each 
by May 1, and pay a $45 non-re- 
fundable registration fee. 

Raise, after raise, after... 

Christen had just returned 
from AIDS Ride 4 when the 
B.A.R. reported June 12 that her 
annual salary had doubled in five 
years. Federal tax forms stated 
that Christen earned $74,753 in 
1991-92; $92,429 for 1992-93; 
$118,545 for 1993-94; $131,000 
for 1994-95; and $148,794 for 
1995-96. The most recent salary 
figure makes Christen among the 
highest paid executives of an ASO 
in the country. 

The revelation was controver¬ 
sial; some felt Christen was unfair¬ 
ly targeted because she’s a hetero¬ 
sexual woman, while others point¬ 
ed to her six-figure salary as a sym¬ 
bol of much of what they felt was 
wrong with ASOs. The controver¬ 
sy continued throughout 1997. 

Given the five-year trend of in¬ 
creases* in Christen’s salary, 
Wisotzky was asked in an inter¬ 
view whether her annual pay 
would top $200,000 by the year 
2000. He commented, “I wouldn’t 
look at the increases as a trend.” 

Several times he stated that the 
SFAF board’s executive committee 
looked at market data of other 
ASOs and healthcare nonprofits, 
and stressed the board’s feeling 
that Christen’s salary should be in 
line with those paid to directors of 
similarly-sized nonprofits. 

“There is a clear consensus [on 
the board] in support of Pat. As 
someone living with AIDS, I can 
say the board tries to be as sensi¬ 
tive as possible on this issue, but 
it’s not the only concern. Let me 
say again that there is a clear con¬ 
sensus,” said Wisotzky. 

A quick survey of national 
ASOs found that Christen makes 
more than some and slightly less 
than others of her counterparts. 
James Loyce, Jr., executive direc¬ 
tor of AIDS Project Los Angeles 
(APLA), earned approximately 
$150,000 in 1995-96; the agency 
reported an annual budget of $20 
million. Mark Robinson, execu¬ 
tive director of New York City’s 
Gay Men’s Health Crisis 
(GMHC), the oldest ASO in the 
nation, was paid $144,782; in 
1995, GMHC’s annual budget was 
$28 million. 

In a preemptive strike, Chris¬ 
ten sent out an e-mail to founda¬ 
tion employees the day before the 
story came out. “I have no idea 
how the information will be pre¬ 
sented in the story, though if my 
history with the B.A.R. is any in¬ 
dication,” she said in the message, 
“I expect it will have less than a 
positive spin.” 

Ironically, one week later, the 
board at another large San Fran¬ 
cisco ASO voted unanimously to 
freeze the salaries of its top six ad¬ 
ministrators. Tom Nolan, Project 
Open Hand’s openly gay execu¬ 
tive director, said his annual salary 
would remain at $84,684, the 
amount listed for 1995-96. Open 
Hand’s budget that year was re¬ 
ported as $7.8 million. Regarding 
the decision, the B.A.R .'s June 19 
editorial stated in part, “It is a 
great first step, and one we hope 
will be duplicated across the Bay 
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Area and throughout America.” 

Subsequent efforts to ascertain 
Christen’s current salary have 
been fruitless. Wisotzky and SFAF 
Director of Communications 
Derek Gordon rebuffed the most 
recent request last month. 

SFAF on call 

The AIDS Foundation’s Eng¬ 
lish, Spanish, and Filipino AIDS in¬ 
formation and referral hotline ex¬ 
panded beyond Northern Califor¬ 
nia to answer calls from the entire 
state on July 1. Additionally, the free 
hotline - (800) 367-AIDS - which 
is also the official source for AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program (ADAP) 
information - expanded its hours 
to 76 a week, answering calls from 

9 a.m. to 9 p.m. on weekdays, and 

10 a.m. to 6 p.m. on weekends. 

AIDS Walk ’97 

Initial sign-ups for SFAF’s 11th 
annual AIDS Walk were down 
from previous years; that sent or¬ 
ganizers scrambling in late June. 
A wave of publicity was un¬ 
leashed, posters appeared every¬ 
where, public service announce¬ 
ments aired on TV. The July 20 
event in Golden Gate Park, pro¬ 
duced by Miller Zeichik and As¬ 
sociates, was the most successful 
ever. More than 25,000 men, 
women, and children took part, 
raising an estimated $3.5 million. 
SFAF kept $1.6 million, $1 million 
was distributed to 36 community- 
based organizations in five Bay 
Area counties, and $875,000 cov¬ 
ered administrative overhead. 

SFAF officials said the event 
was cost-efficient, with 76 cents of 
every dollar raised going to 
HIV/AIDS services. 

In contrast, AIDS Walk events 
in other cities saw a drop in par¬ 
ticipation and in funds raised. 
Many attributed the reason to a 


false belief among the public that 
the AIDS epidemic was slowing. 

The transcripts 

Shortly after the AIDS Walk 
success, the B.A.R. published 
an article July 24 about client 
focus groups the foundation 
held in April. 

While SFAF lauded the focus 
groups and study in its own Out- 
Readi newsletter, it neglected to 
mention any of the client dissatis¬ 
faction that was clearly evident in 
more than 300 pages of tran¬ 
scripts. The most frequently men¬ 
tioned complaint among the 111 
people surveyed was about SFAF’s 
December 1996 HIV Resource 
Guide.. The transcripts also noted 


concerns about high salaries of 
SFAF administrators and the atti¬ 
tudes of some staff members. 

Christen didn’t believe the 
B.A.R. had a copy of the tran¬ 
scripts. First she publicly said the 
documents were forged, and then 
said they were stolen. AIDS activist 
Michael Petrelis, who had the tran¬ 
scripts, accused SFAF of lying 
about the focus group data in Out- 
Reach. SFAF insisted the tran¬ 
scripts are confidential, even 
though they contain no last names. 

After the story broke, Christen 
directed administrators to reeval¬ 
uate department plans based on 
the information from the focus 
groups. Among the improve¬ 
ments announced were the hiring 


of a treatment specialist and es¬ 
tablishing space in their office for 
a treatment resource center 
staffed by volunteers. 

Retaliation? 

In September, Petrelis received 
a letter from the HIV Services 
Partnership (comprised of SFAF, 
AIDS Health Project, and Shanti) 
informing him that his access to 
HIV/AIDS services was being re¬ 
stricted because he had obtained 
a copy of the foundation’s confi¬ 
dential focus group transcripts. 
For many, the action was seen as a 
retaliatory move by Christen; ac¬ 
cording to sources, she was furi¬ 
ous that the transcripts had been 
made public. (They are now on 
the Internet, without any client 
names, at www.accountabili- 
typroject.com!) 

Outcry was immediate. The 
B.A.R. editorial September 25 
suggested Christen pack her bags; 
ACT UP/Golden Gate members 
voted unanimously September 30 
for Christen’s resignation. The 
Harvey Milk Lesbian, Gay, Bisex¬ 
ual Democratic Club and the Log 
Cabin Gay Republican Club 
joined with ACT UP/GG in work¬ 
ing with Supervisors Tom Ammi- 
ano and Leslie Katz to address the 
lack of due process for clients. 
Members of the groups empha¬ 
sized the issue wasn’t Petrelis, but 
accountability - or the lack of it. 

For Petrelis, the most upsetting 
aspect was the lack of notification 
before the partnership made its 
decision, and the lack of a hearing 
before the restrictions took effect. 
He and the partnership agreed to 
mediation. 

Wisotzky said Christen had 
briefed SFAF’s executive commit¬ 
tee about the situation over a pe¬ 
riod of time before Petrelis re¬ 
ceived the letter. Leaders of the 


three agencies refused to discuss 
specifics of the case, citing “client 
confidentiality.” 

On the defensive 

By November, after a tumul¬ 
tuous year, SFAF’s board decided 
to speak out through a two-page 
ad in the November 20 B.A.R. 
Written as an open letter to the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans¬ 
gender community, the ad sought 
to quiet the controversy. “We want 
you to know the truth about who 
we are...,” it began. “We stand 
firmly behind Pat Christen ... 
who has provided extraordinary 
leadership to the organization and 
to the fight to end AIDS for more 
than a decade. We abhor the vi¬ 
cious personal attacks that she has 
been subjected to by a handful of 
vocal individuals.” The ad un¬ 
veiled a new slogan, “Fight AIDS, 
not people fighting AIDS.” 

Although Christen has had a 
standing invitation to write a guest 
opinion piece in the B.A.R. since 
June 1997, and has been assured it 
would not be editorially altered, 
she has so far declined the offer. 
The invitation stands in 1998. 

Web weaving 

SFAF commemorated World 
AIDS Day, December 1, by 
launching a newly expanded and 
graphically enhanced web site at 
www.sfaf.org. 

Jeff De Lucio-Brock, the foun¬ 
dation’s webmaster, promised the 
site would offer “an incredible 
spectrum of news you can use to 
fight HIV/AIDS.” 

After the B.A.R. reported that 
the website failed to include in¬ 
formation about the foundation’s 
board meetings, including times 
and procedures for those wishing 
to attend, De Lucio-Brock added 
the information to the site. ▼

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Latino leaders 
hosting open 
house for DSCS

atino community leaders are 
coming together to host an 

. open house Wednesday, Jan¬ 
uary 7 that will highlight Dolores 
Street Community Services’ 
(DSCS) shelter and food pro¬ 
grams for Latino homeless per¬ 
sons. DSCS’s new Latino Advisory 
Committee members invite the 
public to a celebration of Dia de 
los Magos and the open house. 

Latino community leaders ex¬ 
pected to be on hand include Dr. 
Sandra Hernandez, director of the 
San Francisco Foundation; Super¬ 
visors Susan Leal and Jose Medi¬ 
na; Jose del Castillo, publisher of 
El Mansajero ; John Lira; Victor 
Marquez; Jose Najar; Mauricio 
Vela; Diane Aranda; Miguel 
Cuevas; Gabriella Espinosa; and 
Barbara Garcia. 

DSCS was founded in 1982 
with the ongoing mission to pro¬ 
vide housing, sanctuary, and sup¬ 
port for people seeking dignity, 
health, and hope in San Francis¬ 
co’s Mission and Castro neigh¬ 
borhoods. The organization oper¬ 
ates the Dolores Housing Pro¬ 
gram (DHP), which is the largest 
provider of emergency housing 
services and meals to San Francis¬ 
co Latinos. The DPH serves over 
2,000 people each year, primarily 
the working homeless. It is the 
only such program in the Mission 
district, said Bob Nelson, DSCS 
executive director. He added that 
right now, DHP’s bilingual staff 


houses 90 men each night in a safe 
environment that allows for dig¬ 
nity and hope in their lives. 

“It has become evident that the 
working poor, particularly work¬ 
ing poor immigrant men, are a 
population that is rapidly falling 
through the cracks of society’s 
unraveling safety net,” said Rey- 
mundo Anthony, MSW, chair of 
the committee. “Due to lack of 
space, [the] DHP is turning away 
approximately 200 homeless peo¬ 
ple a month, a twofold increase 
over last year. This fall, DHP has 
seen a sharp increase in. these al¬ 
ready high numbers. This has 
made the organization stronger in 
its determination to provide a 
place where these people can 
achieve the American Dream.” 

The Latino Advisory Commit¬ 
tee has been formed to highlight 
awareness of the problem of home¬ 
lessness in the Latino community 
and DSCS’s programs for the Lati¬ 
no homeless, and to enlist commu¬ 
nity support for these services. 

“Dia de los Magos is a cultural¬ 
ly appropriate opportunity for 
this open house,” said Anthony. “It 
is a time when people come to¬ 
gether to celebrate community 
support.” ▼

or the New Year, let us an- 
nounce ourselves, in gyms 
and schools and on TV; it 
would seem, from the likes of 24 
Hour Nautilus’s twerp/employee 
factor, that it’s needed.

Our instructor, one John Won¬ 
der, an admitted heterosexual, at¬ 
tempted to completely circum¬ 
vent every queer aspect of the 
myths, with the exception of Nar¬ 
cissus and Hermaphrodite. 

When the subject of Zeus’s 
many conquests came up, Profes¬ 
sor Wonder kept talking about 
“the women” in Zeus’s mytholog¬ 
ical love life. 

“What about Ganymede?” I 
asked. 

“Oh, yes,” the instructor stut¬ 
tered. “Zeus was not beneath ho¬ 
mosexuality.” 

Beneath? Beneath? 

Thus ensued The Wrath of 
Achilles. 

After a nasty letter-writing vol¬ 


ley with the Classics Department 
chair (Medusa personified), who 
proceeded to defend her esteemed 
employee Whilst attacking my ad¬ 
mittedly limited knowledge of 
mythology, she proceeded to 
avoid the point: The gods were al¬ 
most all bisexual, but nearly every 
queer version had been excluded 
from Wonder’s lectures, and from 
a great many translations that are 
used worldwide. 

What does all this have to do 
with sports? Well, the Olympics, 
for one. These are the events that 
created organized competitive 
sports as we know it. Many other 
cultures of the time simply called 
it “fun.”

Hestia (Vesta) exemplifies, on 
the surface, family values, being 
the goddess of fire, the hearth, and 
family. However, her shrine be¬ 
came infamous for its Vestal Vir¬ 
gins, women who swore off men 
forever. Hmmmm. 

Like her libidinous brother, 
Bacchus, Athena sprung out of 
Zeus after he swallowed their 
pregnant mother (more 
family values). Athena 
became the goddess of 
war, never boinked a 
man, and grew a legion of 
female followers. Hmmm 
mm. 

Artemis, or Diana of the 
Wood, also had a sim¬ 
ilarly Amazonian 

flock of female man- 
hating devotees. 

When one unlucky 
man spied her frolick¬ 
ing naked in the forest with her 
girls, Artemis transformed him 
into a stag, after which he was 
eaten alive by his own hunting 
dogs. Hmmmmmmmm! 

Gay men, Greek-style 

As for the boys, like any sexist 
literary culture, their exploits are 
better documented. Poseidon, god 
of the sea (and swimmers), was 
known to have sexual relations 
with Pelops, who became a king. 
Hermes (Mercury), the messenger 
of the gods, is best-known as the 
naked guy with a winged helmet. 
I don’t have any actual stories of 
Hermes boinking guys, but any¬ 
one who is known in the collec-

five memory of art and culture as 
such a homoerotic figure is gay by 
default. So there. 

Hermes was also a sort of 
FedEx guy who brought the dead 
to his brother Hades, who'ruled 
the underworld. Hades ran Hell’s 
guest list, a faggy position if ever 
there was one. My studies of Hep¬ 
haestus (Vulcan) and Ares (Mars) 
lack actual boy-love proof, with 
the exception of being artsy and 
dressing in butch drag. 

The best-known 
homos of the 
Olympians are Zeus 
and Apollo. Big Daddy Zeus 
not only kidnapped and 
raped the beautiful 
Ganymede, making him the 
best-kept boy on 
Olympus, but he also 
boinked just about 
anyone or thing he 
could capture. 

Lastly, we have the 
queer favorite, Apollo. Not only 
was he gorgeous, musically in¬ 
clined, and horny, but he lost in 
love no less than six times.

No. (They’re too 
busy getting women to bring the 
men into the hotel room, and the 
panties, Marv. How sweeeeeet!)

It is time for the Olympics to 
be recognized for what they are: 
rooted in homosexuality, devel¬ 
oped by homosexuals, and fur¬ 
thered by homosexuals. 

To call the Gay Games the Gay 
Olympics is wrong merely be¬ 
cause it is redundant.

Gay Games Amsterdam 
1998's Opening and 
Closing Ceremonies

T hese ceremonies will be gigantic celebrations” is a promise 
made by Gemma van Zeventer. On behalf of television pro¬ 
duction company IDTV, she is coordinating the Opening and 
Closing Ceremonies of Gay Games Amsterdam 1998, which will be 
held on August 1 and 8, respectively. The scene of the action: the 
Amsterdam ArenA, Amsterdam’s impressive Stadium. The first 
draft is ready, and when one of these days a director is recruited, the 
final plans will take shape. 

A number of items are fixed, such as the parade of all the par¬ 
ticipants; an opening ceremony as never before; a moment to reflect 
on HIV/AIDS; a speech by Mr. Schelto Patijn, Mayor of Amster¬ 
dam; and the official transfer of the Gay Games Flag to Sydney, host 
town for the Games in 2002. The hymn, especially made for the oc¬ 
casion, will be sung by the largest gay choir in history, a united pro¬ 
ject of all choirs participating in the Choir Festival. Which artists 
will perform is not yet decided on, but Dutch torchsinger and mu¬ 
sical star Mathilde Santing will perform. At the moment, the orga¬ 
nizers are looking for about 500 extras who are willing and enthu¬ 
siastic to take part in this mega-performance. 

“Especially the Closing has to be one huge party. The roof will 
come down!” according to van Zeventer. There will be a more de¬ 
tailed article on these festivities in the January issue of Inzet, the 
Dutch volunteer magazine for Gay Games Amsterdam.

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President Clinton confounds expectation 
by seeking AIDS funding boost

he White House said Pres¬ 
ident Clinton is planning a 
major increase in next 
year’s funding request for pro¬ 
grams for people with HIV. 

White House officials said 
the increase aims primarily to 
help patients afford medically 
promising protease inhibitors, 
which can cost $12,000 to 
$15,000 per year per person. 

Deputy press secretary Joe 
Lockhart said the president’s re¬ 
quest for the coming fiscal year 


will include at least $385 mil¬ 
lion to help patients afford the 
recently developed medica¬ 
tions. 

The figure represents a 35 
percent increase from the $285 
million appropriated in the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year, and $167 million 
last year. 

The plan follows suggestions 
last April by Vice President Al 
Gore that Clinton would try to 
expand Medicaid to cover peo¬ 
ple infected with the AIDS-caus- 
ing virus, and the administra¬ 
tion’s subsequent decision that 
the idea - costing an estimated 


$1.5 billion to $4.5 billion over 
five years - would be too expen¬ 
sive. 

Current federal rules make 
patients eligible for Medicaid 
coverage if they develop AIDS 
and become disabled. The new 
drugs, however, often prevent 
disability, meaning patients 
often cannot obtain them until 
they become severely ill. 

AIDS activists welcomed the 
administration’s proposed bud¬ 
get increase, but insisted that 
only the change in Medicaid eli¬ 
gibility would solve the cost 
problem facing AIDS patients. ▼

The best films of '9 7 could well be the worst in a better year for movies

i ' irst, the good news. Queers, 
I|P dykes, and switch-hitters 
II were splashed across movie 
screens all over America in 1997, 
and most of the characters tran¬ 
scended stereotype.

And because 
of it, we now have a new form of 
art: an icon of and on the body.”

In the world of thinkers, Bet¬ 
sky is destined to remain, as Ad¬ 
dison DeWitt might put it, “too 
short for that gesture.”

Gregory Markopoulos 


Moving into more obscure 
realms, the SF Cinematheque pro¬ 
vided a wealth of unusual thrills. 
If the Fassbinder retro was a rari¬ 
ty, the Cinematheque’s revival of 
the work of 1960s New York gay 
underground auteur Gregory 


Markopoulos was downright 
miraculous. His films were pulled 
from circulation years ago, and 
this tribute gave viewers a chance 
to reclaim, if briefly, a brilliant in¬ 
novator in the area of pure cine¬ 
ma. More recently, Aline Mare’s 
“Women Visionaries” show was a 
much-needed reintroduction of 
the work of unjustly ignored Sur¬ 
realist artists Kay Sage and Leonor 
Fini and writer Colette. Mare has 
promised to expand this show at 
some point in the future, and we 
intend to hold her to it. 

All this looking backward — 
far from 1997, in the case of many 
of the films above — might imply 
a dearth of good new movies. And 
alas, most of the American block¬ 
busters — Titanic, Amistad, The 
Rainmaker, etc., ad nauseam — 
were as boring as a budget. Yet 
there were some new — or at least 
fairly new — gay features that 
stood out in a sea of corporate 
hetero cinema, and they deserve 
mention. That a film like Fire (by 
Deepa Mehta), whose subject is a 
pair of Indian lesbians, even exists 
is cause for cheering. It also hap¬ 
pens to be a fine film. Bugis Street 
was another worthy import — the 
first Singaporean feature film, and 
a gay one at that. Who can forget 
its arch queen “Drago” entering a 
room full of tranny whores 
screaming, “Hello, beauties! More 
beauty tips for you!” Other 
charming queer works included 
the British film Boyfriends, Cana¬ 
da’s Lilies and Uncut (both by 


Established directors like 
Olivier Assayas and the glorious 
Wong kar-wai weighed in on the 
subject of queerdom with, respec¬ 
tively, Irma Vep and Happy To¬ 
gether. The fragile, ultimately un¬ 
satisfying relationship between 
Maggie Cheung and her lesbian 
couturier in Irma Vep gave the 
film its most bittersweet motif.

|f% an Francisco — cutting-edge 
artistic mecca or cultural 
v w backwater? Fans of opera, 
live theatre, the visual arts, and 
dance might opt for backwater, 
with no argument from me, but 
movie buffs at least can rejoice in 
what has surely become the most 
robust film scene in the country. 
While the threat of new multi¬ 
plexes crushing their alternative 
counterparts continues to loom 
large, venues like the Castro, the 
Roxie, the Red Vic, Berkeley’s PFA, 
and the SF Cinematheque outdid 
themselves in ’97, reveling in their 
ability to cover every corner, geo¬ 
graphic and aesthetic, of film. 


Fassbinder 


One of the highlights this year 
was the Castro/PFA Fassbinder 
retrospective. Legendary tides like 
Martha and Whity, previously 
known only from brief descrip¬ 
tions in faded film festival cata¬ 
logs, showed how good this “bad 
boy” really was. Another revela¬ 
tion was In a Year of Thirteen 
Moons, which features one of the 
screen’s great tragic characters in 
the suicidal transsexual Elvira 
(Volker Spengler). While Fass¬ 
binder was alive, it was hard to 


separate his well-cultivated per¬ 
sonal image — slob-despot who 
abused his actors, and drank and 
drugged himself to death — from 
his art. This retrospective showed 
that the art survived its creator in 
every sense. 

Other cinematic masters were 
represented with a single restored 
film in revivals at the Castro and 
the Roxie. Godard’s Contempt was 
previously available only in 
washed-out dupes; in the new, 
nearly pristine prints, the direc¬ 
tor’s exploitation of the lonely 
spaces around the characters fi¬ 
nally made sense. Peter Lorre’s 
frenzied child molester in Lang’s 
M was more powerful than ever 
with the sound cleaned up and 
footage added. Other refurbished 
classics this year included three of 
cinema’s best films ever, all of 
which played at the Roxie: Mi- 
zoguchi’s cosmic tragedy The Life 
of Oharu, Dreyer’s transcendent 
spiritual drama Ordet, and 
Tourneur’s literate noir Out of the 
Past. 

High culture is all well and 
good, but what about trash? Yes, 
cultural sleaze was also well-rep¬ 
resented throughout 1997. One of 
the highlights was the Castro’s 
Fred Halsted evening. This was a 
crucial event for the fringe-sex 
crowd, considering that the uncut 
prints were allegedly unscreenable 
for legal reasons. In spite of the 
sweaty fist-fucking scenes, no¬ 
body got arrested, and most en¬ 
joyed these artifacts of a gutsier 
era. Camp followers looking for 
less visceral thrills could find deep 
satisfaction at the Roxie, with a 
couple of “grindhouse” bills that 
included titles like She Mob, She 
Freak, Girl Gang, and Teenage 
Gang Debs. The Red Vic joined in 
the fun with Czech surrealist Jan 
Svankmajer’s Conspirators of Plea¬ 
sure. This amusingly weird film is 
a kind of anti-travelogue, dis¬ 
couraging viewers from visiting a 
Prague that seems to be overrun

New and old merge in the art of video wiz Bill Viola

ineteen-sixty was a big year 
for electronic media. The 
% number of TV sets in the 
U.S. hit 85 million. An historic se¬ 
ries of televised debates helped a 
youthful and photogenic John F. 
Kennedy win the presidential race 
against Richard M. Nixon. Amer¬ 
ica’s first weather satellite allowed 
armchair meteorologists a new 
perspective on cloud formations 
via the evening news. And Charles 
Van Doren was arrested, along 
with 12 others, for perjury, be¬ 
cause he claimed under oath that 
the 21 game show that brought 
him fame and fortune wasn’t 
rigged. Also in 1960, a fifth-grad¬ 
er by the name of William Viola 
became Captain of the TV Squad 
at Public School 20 in Queens. 

That last fact hasn’t found its 
way into many history books as 
yet, but it will likely make at least 
the footnotes of a few art history 
journals in years to come. Young 
Viola’s job as Captain was to de¬ 
liver TV sets to classrooms, where 
he and his fellow students became 
part of the first generation reared 
on pixels. It was a simple job, but 
one laced with prophecy. Thirty- 
seven years later, Viola is still de¬ 
livering the goods, only now in¬ 
stead of allocating television sets 
to viewers, he’s serving up the im¬ 
ages appearing on them. 

“What’s exciting to me about 
artists using video is that we’re 
working with the dominant medi¬ 
um of communication in our cul¬ 
ture at this time,” reflects Viola, 
who began tinkering with video 
in 1970 while a student at the Col¬ 
lege of Visual and Performing 
Arts at Syracuse University. Not

Despite all the wizardry that goes 
into the making of these environ¬ 
ments, Viola generally holds to a 
sparse aesthetic, one that capital¬ 
izes on the wonderment that 
comes with more low-tech, rou¬ 
tine aspects of experience and 
perception. 

In a work entitled He Weeps for 
You, for instance, Viola focuses the 
lens of a live-feed camera through 
a droplet of water and then pro¬ 
jects what the camera sees in the 
room on an adjacent wall, a sim¬ 
ple but brilliant demonstration of 
the idea that a tiny fragment may 
serve as a lens for viewing the 
whole. Such simple elements of 
visual experience play key roles in 
other works, too, like Heaven and 
Earth, in which a video monitor 
displaying a comatose elderly 
woman faces another monitor 
bearing the image of an infant 
boy, the reflection of each face 
poignantly visible in the glass of 
the other screen. 

Viola makes a little go a long 
way in The Veiling, a piece con¬ 
sisting physically of nothing but 
seven pieces of scrim cloth sus¬ 
pended from wires, like laundry 
on seven parallel clotheslines. 
Video projectors on either end of 
the room shoot images into the 
layers of semi-transparent fabric 
— one of a woman, the other of a 


Many viewers will get their 
first chance at such direct experi¬ 
ence of Viola’s work at the Xos 
Angeles County Museum of Art, 
where the survey exhibition de¬ 
buts before traveling.to the Whit¬ 
ney, then overseas, and, finally, to 
the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art. 

Despite his position in the LA 
community, Viola has seldom had 
his work displayed in the U.S. (he’s 
better known in Europe), and only 
rarely in California. The LACMA 
survey makes up for lost time with 
15 installations on view in the mu¬ 
seum galleries, as well as 25 videos 
playing in the museum’s auditori¬ 
um (additional works are on view 
at non-museum sites, including 
the Main Los Angeles Library 
downtown). For those who have 
not experienced Viola’s work, this 
is a great opportunity to get ac¬ 
quainted. Anyone who has ever 
had a beat in the chest or a wave¬ 
length in the head for video art will 
likely enter Viola’s contemplative 
world and feel right at home. ▼

long after that, he took a job as 
Video Preparator (then a newly 
coined title) at the Everson Muse¬ 
um in Syracuse, where the emerg¬ 
ing artist assisted David A. Ross, 
who was the first employee of a 
museum to hold the title Curator 
of Video Art. With Ross, Viola 
helped pull off some of the earli¬ 
est groundbreaking exhibitions of 
work by major video artists, in¬ 
cluding Peter Campus and Nam 
June Paik. He later became in¬ 
volved with an experimental 
music and sonic sculpture collab¬ 
orative called Rainforest (a.k.a 
Composers Inside Electronics), 
wherein he linked up with com¬ 
poser and sound innovator David 
Tudor, with whom he would later 
collaborate on several seminal 
video projects. Viola quickly 
carved a niche for himself in the 
art scene, and since transplanting 


to Long Beach in 1983, he has be¬ 
come something of a guru among 
Los Angeles artists. 

“I was fortunate in 1970 to 
choose, or be chosen by, a medi¬ 
um that has evolved as my work 
has evolved,” says Viola, who is 
now enjoying a 25-year major 
survey exhibition at the LA Coun¬ 
ty Museum (co-organized by 
David Ross, now Director of the 
Whitney Museum, and theater di¬ 
rector Peter Sellars). What sets 
Viola apart in a field commonly 
occupied by amateurish dabblers 
and gizmo-obsessed techmeisters, 
however, is his capacity for 
putting every technical possibility 
of his medium in the service of re¬ 
alizing deeply personal, often 
spiritual themes. Viola seems to 
prefer sticking to the basics — 
birth, death, the stuff between and 
beyond — in an art climate 


wherein matters of consciousness 
and the condition called human 
tend to elicit snickers. “It’s funny 
to be looking back at my work,” 
muses Viola, “because I don’t look 
back much, and when I do, I look 
to things like the 13th century, to 
Persian poets and Zen masters.” 

Viola has produced several 
now-legendary video projects 
(among them the Reverse Televi¬ 
sion series, in which TV viewers 
were confronted with couch pota¬ 
toes staring back at them from the 
tube), but the artist is best-known 
for the by-turns serene and jar¬ 
ring environments he creates by 
fusing sound, space, light, mater¬ 
ial, image, and electronic media. 


man. Neither image makes it to 
the other side of the layers intact, 
but instead merge in the center, 
where they become blurred and 
abstract. 

It might sound like a lot of 
smoke and mirrors (in fact, it 
largely is), but Viola’s work com¬ 
municates experiences and feel¬ 
ings we all share. “We’re dealing in 
things that are already very famil¬ 
iar to people on the technical 
end,” insists the artist. “This is a 
medium that’s already common 
in theme parks and entertainment 
centers and shopping malls, so all 
they have to do is just come with 
an open mind and open heart and 
have a direct experience.”

'Never Met Picasso'

' f he screenplay for Never Met 
Picasso was supposedly 
written originally for the 
Lifetime cable network, home of 
drippy Danielle Steele-type ro¬ 
mances and breathless dramas 
about menopause. The script was 
allegedly rejected because it was 
“too cinematic for television.” 
Why writer-director Stephen 
Kijak thought Lifetime would be 
interested in a movie about the 
“art-fag” scene of Boston s South 
End circa 1996 is a mystery, but 
it’s also unfortunately indicative 
of the confusion at the heart of 
the film. Never Met Picasso is an 
uneasy blend of not-very-funny 
comedy and not-too-poignant 
pathos, relieved only occasionally 
by a lingering close-up of Margot 
Kidder, or an evocative musical 
motif (the score is by Throwing 
Muses’ Kristin Hersh). 

Alexis Arquette, who is fast be¬ 


coming the male Parker Posey, 
plays Andrew Magnus, a 30-year- 
old gay painter in the midst of a 
severe, seemingly unbreakable 
artistic block. He’s vaguely men¬ 
tored by a gay uncle, Alfred (Alvin 
Epstein), who only paints trees. 
His best friend Lucy (Jackie O 
lookalike Georgia Ragsdale) is 
also an artist, and like Alfred, she’s 
personally sympathetic to An¬ 
drew, but correctly dismisses his 
art as junk. Lucy’s girlfriend In¬ 
grid (Omewenne) is Nico-esque 
Eurotrash but intriguing; when 
not pouting over Lucy’s sexual 
capriciousness, she channels dead 
Surrealist women artists like Kay 
Sage and Meret Oppenheim, writ¬ 
ing out their words on huge rolls 
of paper as part of an installation. 

In the world of this film, art is 
contagious — even Andrew’s 
mother Genna (Margot Kidder) is 
a playwright; her latest work is 
The Naked Tenor. (The film has 
fun satirizing this pompous pro-

% ; aken at face value, Rodney 
O’Neal Austin’s mixed- 
media exhibition Now En¬ 
tering Beavercreek, Ohio is a folksy, 
funny, surprisingly touching 
homage to the artist’s beloved 
hometown. Using family snap¬ 
shots, personal diary entries, and 
kitschy ephemera, Austin plays 
show-and-tell with his childhood 
and evokes nostalgic recollections 
of growing up in the ’70s among 
loving parents, ice storms, and 
kids who called him sissy for his 
girlish looks and fey manner. 
Austin’s lively travelogue — the 
first as artist-in-residence at Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts — certainly offers 
viewers a charming remembrance 
of things past. What truly distin¬ 
guishes this installation, however, 
is Austin’s clever commentary on 
our culture’s insatiable, post- 
Warhol obsession with fame. 

By divulging intimate details 
of his family history and playing 
the role of a star-kissed celebrity 
who vows never to forget his 
humble origins as he climbs the 
art world ladder, Austin deliber¬ 
ately blurs the line between pri¬ 
vate life and public spectacle. As a 
savvy, self-styled “gender illusion¬ 
ary” with a penchant for confes¬ 
sion and red lipstick, Austin un¬ 
derstands that fame — with its 
tawdry promise of mass adora¬ 
tion, talk-show genuflection, and 
a good table at Rose Pistola — 
separates the haves from the have- 
nots. If you’re one of the latter and 
would like to be one of the for¬ 
mer, Austin suggests, all you have 
to do is perfect the art of shame¬ 
less self-promotion while flashing 
a smile as big as your ego. 

“As a child I always wanted to 
be a famous artist,” Austin ex¬ 
plains as he leads me through his 
exhibition. “Of course I’m not fa¬ 
mous yet, and with this installa¬ 
tion I’m making fun of that fact. 
I’m pretending to be a really self- 
aggrandizing tyrant. I want to 
mythologize my own back¬ 
ground.” Austin does so by treat¬ 
ing personal mementos — his 


in bed with the flu, but they told 
me it was really important, so I 
went in to meet with them,” 
Austin recalls. “They sat me down 
at a long table. They told me they 
wanted to make me the Center’s 
first artist-in-residence, and I’m 
like, ‘Holy shit,’ and as I said it, I 
spit right in the middle of the 
table, which was not a good thing. 
But here I am.” 

Given the opportunity to de¬ 
velop a large-scale installation, 
Austin decided to pay tribute to 
his birthplace. While snooty Cali¬ 
fornians like to think that Middle 
America is populated solely by 
Bible-thumping proselytizers, 
dimwitted fag-bashers, and in- 
bred hicks with a frightening 
fondness for firearms, Austin de¬ 
picts his own little corner of the 
heartland as a liberal region where 
he was encouraged to develop his 
artistic leanings. 

“My childhood was like a cross 
between Huck Finn and Pippi 
Longstocking,” Austin says. “My 
parents were totally androgynous. 
Dad washed the dishes and 
cooked, and Mom worked on the 
car. When the washing machine 
broke, they would fix it together. I 
was an androgynous child as well. 
People always thought I was a lit¬ 
tle girl. It’s never been a big deal 
for me. RuPaul once said a great 
thing — ‘We’re all born naked. 
Everything after that is drag.’” 

Images of Austin’s family 
members appear throughout the 
exhibition, and he’s written amus¬ 
ing stories about them directly 
onto the gallery walls. In one pas¬ 
sage, Austin describes his own, 
not-quite-immaculate concep¬ 
tion: “Without warning, in May of 
1965, during one of their trailer 
trysts, the rubber broke and all the 
Trojans sneaked out of their 
wooden horse and conquered 
Troy — proof that my parents 
were not good examples in the use 
of contraceptives.” 

In addition to family memora¬ 
bilia, the exhibition includes faux

animation cels featuring Austin in 
ribald cartoon scenes that you 
won’t see on the Disney Channel. 
An endless 16mm loop of Austin 
as Miss Beavercreek, twirling in a 
gown and gold tiara, plays in the 
gallery, and there’s also an inter¬ 
active photo booth (titled History 
in the Making), in which gallery- 
goers can have their picture taken 
against a backdrop of Austin’s 
soon-to-be-famous face. Visitors 
also can pick up a copy of Rodney 
is Her Name!, Austin’s adults-only 
coloring book, in which he crawls 
across the floor of Cafe Du Nord 
and does nasty things with Win¬ 
nie the Pooh. 

Now that he’s put Beavercreek 
on the map, what’s next for 
Austin? “I have big plans,” he says. 
“I’m always conjuring up trouble 
of some sort.” When I remark that 
it’s Rodney’s world and the rest of 
us just live in it, Austin laughs but 
doesn’t completely rule out the 
possibility. “I never meant to be 
that self-aggr.andizing,” he says. 
“Still, I’d rather it be my world 
than Jesse Helms’s.” ▼

grandfather’s mailbox, the skele¬ 
ton of a pet bird, found pho¬ 
tographs of Beavercreek residents 
— as important art-historical ar¬ 
tifacts, as if anything and every¬ 
thing belonging to The Famous 
Artist is worthy of public atten¬ 
tion. The odd thing is that, while 
Austin definitely wants viewers to 
get the joke, his work possesses an 
innate sweetness and intelligence 
that nearly legitimize his satiric 
claim to fame. 

Actually, Austin is already 
something of a legend around 
town. In addition to being the 
“chick with the great big dick,” 
he’s also earned notoriety as the 
lead singer of the ironically sin¬ 
cere tranny trio Minnie Pearl 


Necklace, with whom he per¬ 
forms country chestnuts and ob¬ 
scure gender-fuck tunes. Austin 
also has exhibited his sexually 
frank drawings and intricately 
constructed Memory Dolls at 
many alternative galleries 
throughout the city, and he’s 
popped up in cameos in several 
local indie films (“I always play 
the lesbian bartender,” he says, 
somewhat chagrined). 

Austin landed the Center’s 
artist-in-residence gig with typi¬ 
cal aplomb. “When they called

'Happy Anniversary" weighs marital matters

ou Reda was out of the clos¬ 
et for about a minute when 
he met the love of his life. 
Actually, it was on Reda’s third 
day in San Francisco, where he 
moved at age 26 in order to come 
out, that he met his lover in a bar 
in the Castro. That may sound like 
a dream come true, but Reda 
would be the first to tell you it 
hasn’t all been perfect. Some of 
the less ideal moments inspired 
his new play Happy Anniversary, 
whose message, says Reda, “is that 
marriage, gay or straight, is hard.” 

In Reda’s play, opening Janu¬ 
ary 8 in the Studio at Theatre Rhi¬ 
noceros, a gay couple is approach¬ 
ing their fifth anniversary with 
decidedly different attitudes. Mike 
is a contented lover, happy to look 
ahead to more years of the same. 
Chris, on the other hand, is feel¬ 
ing trapped, and his occasional 
exploits outside the relationship 
leave him struggling with guilt. 

“Chris is me — or was me,” 
Reda said in a recent interview. 


who loves his legs today will shun 
his shins tomorrow.”) Andrew’s 
estranged father is no exception to 
the infectious capacities of art; in 
spite of a boorish personality, he 
finances the play. Other comers- 
and-goers include sexy Jerry (Don 
McKellar), an art historian/dealer 
who becomes sexually involved 
with Andrew; and a black queen 
(identified in the credits as “Poet¬ 
ry Slammer”) whose performance 
piece is pointlessly grafted onto 
the end of the film. 

For a film about the possibly 
redemptive powers of art, Never 
Met Picasso is woefully unfo¬ 
cused, almost artless. Kijak clut¬ 
ters the screen with the literal raw 
elements of art — paints, can¬ 
vasses, and various objects that 
will eventually become part of an 
installation — but he has so little 
feeling for mise-en-scene that it’s 
often unclear where a scene is 
taking place. If the visual style of 
this film were stronger, this qual¬ 
ity might be acceptable in a story 
about drifting lives, but the at¬ 
mosphere Jiere isn’t powerful 
enough to stop the viewer from 
sticking on such details. A movie 
isn’t artful just because its sub¬ 
jects are artists. Recurring struc¬ 
tural devices like an overdubbed 



“It’s time for him to end his am¬ 
bivalence about the relationship. 
With Dan and me, I fought it 
tooth and nail. I refused to say, ‘I 
love you.’” It took a painful break¬ 
up to finally convince Reda to 
make a commitment. In the play, 
the future of Chris and Mike’s re¬ 
lationship is left open-ended for 
the audience to figure out. 

While Mike is based on Reda’s 
lover, unlike his stage counterpart, 
Dan never had the retaliatory af¬ 
fair that pushes Chris and Mike’s 
relationship to the brink. “The 
characters are close to the real 
people,” Reda said, “but not all the 
events are real. I based those on 
what I thought might happen.” 

How does Dan feel about see¬ 
ing himself depicted on stage? 
“Well,” Reda said, “I’ve never seen 
him laugh so much as he did at 
the staged reading. He’d laugh 
and then turn to me and say, ‘You 
bitch.’ He’s been a very good sport 
about it. He even helped instruct 
the actor who is playing Mike.” 

The playwright is both direct¬ 
ing and producing the play. The 
$6,000 it will cost to mount 


Happy Anniversary has come out 
of his own pocket. “It was being 
considered at the New Conserva-. 
tory Theatre, but they said they 
didn’t think it Fit in with their 
mission,” Reda said. “The staged 
reading gave me the courage to do 
it myself.” 

Reda, 33, came late to theater, 
an occupation that wasn’t in line 
with his father’s plans for him. He 
tried to make all the right moves, 
which included playing high 
school football in suburban New 
York, earning degrees in physics 
and economics at the University 
of Pennsylvania, and then landing 
a job in investment banking. “I 
knew I was gay since I was 11,” he 
said, “but I tried to change that by 
dating women and praying a lot.” 

He had his first gay experience 
during a vacation in Barcelona, 
and five months later he was liv- 
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ing in San Francisco. “I wanted to 
be away from my family when I 
came out,” he said, “but they’ve 
dealt with it really well. My moth¬ 
er and my sister are coming out 
for the play.” 

About two years ago, Reda left 
a corporate job to devote himself 
full-time to the theater. Acting has 
been his primary passion, and he’s 
taking a leave of absence from a 
long-running gig in Tony V Tina’s 
Wedding at a San Jose theater for 
the run of Happy Anniversary. He’s 
also working on a new play about 
“a secret gay organization dedicat¬ 
ed to righting some wrongs.” 

It was almost two years ago 
that Reda’s best friend, with 
whom he made the big move to 
San Francisco, died in a paraglid¬ 
ing accident. “His death energized 
me not to put anything off,” Reda 
said. “I gave up all my security, ex-

word-association game between 
Lucy and Genna, and an endless 
slide-show of Andrew’s tedious 
artwork, are lost in the muddy 
mise-en-scene. 

Fans of Alexis Arquette will be 
happy to know he turns in a de¬ 
cent, if uninspired, performance, 
in spite of weak writing. And yes, 
he has a bondage scene; this time 
he’s lying spread-eagled on a bed, 
with Jerry sitting on top of him 
preparing for a bout of S/M love- 
making. The other actors try 
valiantly to make more of their 
parts than the writing would 
seem to allow, with varying de¬ 
grees of success. The actor who 
plays Andrew’s father is a case in 
point. The character has enough 
screentime to register as more 
than a one-dimensional bore, but 


it’s obvious that Kijak isn’t inter¬ 
ested in him, so there’s no en¬ 
gagement with the actor, who 
simply reads his lines and is in¬ 
stantly forgotten. Others, like the 
play director and a goofy Irish 
male model, are simply unmedi¬ 
ated stereotypes. 

On the other hand, there’s 
Margot Kidder. This always-lik- 
able actress is certainly the best 
thing about Never Met Picasso. 
She’s still beautiful, in a slightly 
ravaged way, and brings a lumi¬ 
nous presence to the desultory 
drama. T

, ay fiction enthusiasts had a 
full menu of delectables to 
'' i choose from this year, while 
works by gay authors rn small 
presses and major publishing 
houses continued to pile up in the 
bookstores. Three giants of trans¬ 
gressive literature passed on, as we 
said goodbye to Allen Ginsberg, 
William Burroughs, and Kathy 
Acker. The first release from 
David Leavitt since the fiasco of 
plagiarized passages in While Eng¬ 
land Sleeps was a minor cause 
celebre when Esquire chickened 
out of publishing a piece from 
Arkansas (Houghton Mifflin) 
which hinged on gay sex. Too bad 
the story, “The Term Paper Artist,” 
was little more than an extended 
wank on the theme of Leavitts lit¬ 
erary celebrity. 

Some of our most successful 
gay male authors published nov¬ 
els this year, a list topped by the 
final installment in Edmund 
White’s autobiographical trilogy, 
The Farewell Symphony (Knopf). 


Allan ( Oldest Living Confederate 
Widow Tells All) Gurganus tackled 
AIDS, New York City, and the ’80s 
(is it really historical fiction al¬ 
ready?) in Plays Well With Others 



(Knopf). The Irish writer Colm 
Toibin impressed with The Story 
of the Night (Holt), a novel in 
beautifully modulated prose, its 
narrator awakening to gay sex, in¬ 
trigue, and politics during the 
days of military dictatorship in 
Argentina. Ethan Mordden’s Some 
Men Are Lookers (St. Martin’s 
Press) was a witty take on Peter 
Pan-types, men who are “boys” 
well into their 30s, and their “liv¬ 
ing situations” in gay Manhattan. 
Scott Heim continued his gay teen 
riff on the horror genre with his 
second novel, In Awe (Harper- 
Collins). 



Execution: Texas: 1987 (St. 
Martin’s Press) by Seattle’s D. Tra¬ 
vers Scott, Arctic Summer (Hard 
Candy) by SF’s Kevin Killian, and 
Guide (Grove Weidenfeld) by LA’s 
Dennis Cooper proved that the 
center of gravity for creative sto¬ 
rytelling may have moved inex¬ 
orably to the West Coast. Cooper’s 
new novel seemed unusually inti¬ 
mate and revealing about his 
themes of sadism and drugged 
oblivion, while Killian’s first novel 
since Shy combined lots of vintage 
soap opera plot with his usual po¬ 
etic attention to language. 

West Coast writers also fea¬ 
tured prominently in the second 
installment of Best American Gay 
Fiction (Little, Brown), edited by 
San Francisco’s own Brian Boul- 
drey, who chose good pieces by 
Stephen Beachy, Gary Fisher, 
Michael Nava, Killian, and Scott, 
among others. Best is a funny 
word when applied to art, isn’t it? 
Best, best, best. Black gay writer 
Thomas Glave’s “The Final In¬ 
ning” was one of the prize-win¬ 
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ning stories in the 1997 O. Henry 
Awards collection (Doubleday). 
Other interesting entries in a glut 
of anthologies included Gay Men 
at the Millennium (Tarcher/Put- 
nam), edited by Michael Lowen- 
thal; Flesh and the Word 4 
(Plume), also edited by Lowen- 
thal; the gay Buddhist collection 
Queer Dharma (Gay Sunshine), 
edited by Winston Leyland; and 
Whores and Other Feminists 
(Routledge), edited by Jill Nagle, 
with an excellent essay on male 
prostitution, “It’s Different For 
Boys,” by Julian Marlowe. 

Two writers better known for 
their poetry came out with well- 
turned prose: Alfred Corn’s sweet 
and melancholy novel Part of His 
Story (Mid-List Press), and Rafael 
Campo’s affecting memoir as an 


AIDS physician, The Poetry of 
Healing (Norton), subtitled “A 
Doctor’s Education in Empathy, 
Identity and Desire.” 

And it was a good year for 
worthies in that perennial catego¬ 
ry, dead white males, as the story 
of Oscar Wilde’s trials, Gross Inde¬ 
cency, triumphed on NY and SF 
stages; the legend of Truman 
Capote only grew with George 
Plimpton’s oral biography (Dou¬ 
bleday), in which literary figures 
do what they do best, dish it up; 
and even Tennessee Williams was 
graced with a good production of 
Streetcar. The Herbert Huncke 
Reader (William Morrow and 
Co.) collected obscure writings of 
the man who introduced Kerouac 
to the word ‘beat,’ and encouraged

Hot Ticket: Tales of Lesbians,

H et me begin by saying that J. 

M. Redmann’s short story 

| “Maggie’s Hands” is worth 
the price of this collection, and 
more. In a scant 16 pages, Red- 
mann introduces Eleanor, tells the 
story of her meeting and falling in 
• love with Maggie, then tells us of 
Maggie’s death and Eleanor’s de¬ 
cision to entertain the possibility 
of loving again — all in 16 pages! 
“Maggie’s Hands” is as rich and 
complete as a novel ten times its 
length. Redmann is the author of 
the Mickey Knight mysteries, in¬ 
cluding the Lambda Award-win¬ 
ning The Intersection of Law and 
Desire, so her skill as a writer was 
never in question. But who knew 
that she could also write so well in 
short form? Wow. 

As for the rest of this collec¬ 
tion, the range in skill varies wide¬ 
ly, with the very good seriously 
outweighing the less good. Linnea 
Due’s skillful choices provide a 
good look at the state of lesbian 
writing in 1997, and her decision 
to cluster these stories around 
travel provides sufficient connec¬ 
tion to make the reading experi¬ 
ence coherent, despite variations 
in style and content. 

Bonnie J. Morris’“The Festival 
Virgin” is a delightful and very hot 
tale of Ceci’s first trip to a 
women’s music festival, and the 
erotic and spiritual adventure she 
has there. After experiencing — 
one-handed perhaps — Trudy 
and Ceci’s lovemaking to The 
Song of Songs, you may wonder, 
along with other characters in the 
story, “How come we never

school?” Barbara Wilson’s “Salt 
Water” is the story of a woman 
who overcomes her Minnesota 
background when she travels to a 
Swedish island to meet the enig¬ 
matic Monika Diechmann.

Questioning the Millennium: A 
Rationalist's Guide to a Precisely 
Arbitrary Countdown by Stephen 
Jay Gould; Harmony, $17.95 


tephen Jay Gould is the au¬ 
thor of such illuminating 
%# texts as The Mismeasure of 
Man and The Panda's Thumb, 
books that examine the history of 
scientific thought and the ways in 
which science is considerably 
more political and less objective 
than we might wish. I count on 
Gould to cut through pseudo-sci¬ 
ence and quackery to explain the 
ways in which data are manipu¬ 
lated (or just made up) in order to 
support a pre-ordained conclu¬ 
sion. 

In his latest, Questioning the 
Millennium, Gould considers the 
silly carryings on about the up¬ 
coming calendric event, namely 
whether or not the new millen¬ 
nium begins in 2000 or 2001. 
Gould explains in detail why the 
authoritarians of high culture 
(The New York Times et. al.) who 
insist that the 20th century 
began on January 1, 1901 have 
predicated their understanding 
of the debate on a mistake made 
in the sixth century by a monk 
named Dionysius Exiguus (Den¬ 
nis the Short). When Dennis cre¬ 
ated the AD/BC calendar, he 
started AD with the year one, 
rather than the year zero, and 
things have been messed up ever 
since. At each century mark, the 
cultural elite explained solemnly 
that, owing to that missing year 
zero, the new century began with 
’01, rather than ’00. The worship 
of popular culture and the un¬ 
dermining of figures of authori¬ 
ty in our century make it highly 
probable that the 21st century, 
despite the insistence of high 
culturists, will begin on January 
1,2000. 

Gould also discusses the 
change in the meaning of millen¬ 
nium from its representation as 
the 1000 years following the sec¬ 
ond coming to the notion that 
important things happen in thou¬ 
sand-year intervals. Writing with 
style, grace, and impeccable sci¬ 
ence, Gould entertains and en¬ 
lightens. If you are already sick to 
death of Millennium Fever, Ques¬ 
tioning the Millennium is the book 
for you. ▼

Burroughs to try morphine. 

My favorite books were three 
novels, one short and two long. 
Australian literary lion Robert 
Dessaix’s Night Letters (St. Mar¬ 
tin’s Press) takes the form of let¬ 
ters written home to his lover by 



a young man traveling through 
Switzerland and Italy after an 
AIDS diagnosis. He writes from 
Venice, and the novel resonates 
with that city’s tradition in litera¬ 
ture, especially Mann’s Death In 
Venice, crossed with the structure 
and concerns of Dante’s Inferno. 

The tales within tales in Des¬ 
saix’s novel recall A Thousand and 
One Nights and the metafiction of 
John Barth; the author himself in¬ 
vokes more unlikely literary 
precedents, such as the Ripley 
novels of Patricia Highsmith. Part 
of what makes the book so un¬ 
usual is its set of testy footnotes by 
fictional editor and annotator 
Igor Miazmov, which contradict 
or deflate any fanciful exaggera¬ 
tions or literary airs the narrator 
might affect. (The master of the 
novel with footnotes was 
Nabokov, whose Pale Fire, a mur¬ 
der mystery unveiled in the notes 
to a series of cantos, remains un¬ 
surpassed.) A contemplation of 
life, death, heaven and hell, Night 
Letters is a perfect delight. 

Slightly more wicked pleasures 
await the reader of Gary Indiana’s 
Resentment, a satire of amoral 



American society as reflected by a 
patricide trial obviously based on 
the Menendez case. Quite apart 
from Indiana’s trenchant take on 
legal proceedings and dissection 
of gay men’s sexual proclivities 
and substance abuse, the book 
also serves up on a skewer hardly- 
disguised literary figurines, in¬ 
cluding Jamaica Kincaid 
(“Unguetina Caribou”), Kathy 
Acker delivering a paean to her 
pussy during a cult reading, and 
pompous blowhard Dominick 
Dunne (“Fawbus Kennedy”), 
whose recently published mem- 
oir-as-novel of the O.J. trial, An¬ 
other City, Not My Own (Crown), 
only serves to underline how 
skilled Indiana is at this sort of 
thing, in ways “Fawbus” is not. 

For me the “best” gay novel of 
the year (as if there were only one) 
was White’s The Farewell Sympho¬ 
ny, the long-awaited finale of the 
novel cycle begun in 1982 with A 
Boy's Own Story and The Beauti¬ 
ful Room Is Empty. Farewell falls 
somewhere between fiction and 
memoir, a reminiscence of lust 
and the vicissitudes of a writing 
career, and an amused look back 
at youthful naivete and energy. 

In my September interview 
with him, White likened the book 
to a Sibelius symphony, saying, 
“[A] Sibelius symphony feels al¬ 
most like an act of nature, you can’t 
figure out where it’s going and why, 
and it’s very mercurial. That’s more 
the kind of symphony I wrote.” 

Despite its curtain call title, 
The Farewell Symphony marks the 
arrival of White’s mastery as a 
novelist, and the promise of fur¬ 
ther fictions to come. ▼

Big Apple brouhaha 

As if the leather 
community didn’t 
have enough prob¬ 
lems, now comes a 
brouhaha in New York 
involving Gay Male S/M Activists 
(GMSMA) and one Chris Scan¬ 
lon, who was the group’s “official” 
photographer. He was designated 
as such to protect the privacy 
rights of members and partici¬ 
pants in GMSMA activities. 

For the past 10 months, an ex¬ 
pensive lawsuit has been in 
progress that seeks $5 million 
from John Weis, GMSMA chair¬ 
man, and two board members. 
The suit, brought by photograph¬ 
er Scanlon, demands that “offi¬ 
cial” photos be turned over to 
him. As a result, GMSMA has 
been obliged to redirect its re¬ 


sources to fight Scanlon; legal ex¬ 
penses (so far) alone are estimat¬ 
ed at $30,000. 

GMSMA’s John Weis has stat¬ 
ed: “We are 100 percent confident 
that having heard all the evidence 
in federal court, this lawsuit, filed 
by disgruntled former board 
member Chris Scanlon, will be 
dismissed. We believe the court 
will support our position that we 
had the right to use these pho¬ 
tographs in a manner consistent 
with established GMSMA policy.” 

The case, following three days 
of testimony in federal court 
heard by senior U.S. District Judge 
Constance B. Motley, is not ex¬ 
pected to be ruled upon until 
early spring. In the meantime, 
GMSMA, which was founded in 
1981, is desperate for financial 
support and is putting out a call 
for funds. This nonprofit organi¬ 
zation of some 500 members is 
well-known in the leather/SM 
community for its herculean ef¬ 
forts to promote safe, sane and 
consensual adult S/M on a social, 
educational and political level.

Malevich's Tektonik by Zaha Hadid 


Zoomy 


D on't expect traditional floor 
plans and blueprints in the new 
architecture exhibition at SF- 
MOMA, Constructed Landscapes: Pro¬ 
jects by Zaha Hadid. Iraqi-born British 
architect Zaha Hadid is at the interna¬ 
tional cutting edge of deconstruc¬ 
tivism and beyond, and her designs are 
futuristic collages of lines and planes 
that extrapolate her buildings into hy¬ 
perspace. Curator of architecture and 
design Aaron Betsky uses terms like “a 
zoom and a swoop and a pan” to de¬ 
scribe Madid's visionary work. 

The exhibition itself can be enjoyed 
for its visual oomph quite apart from 
any grounding in or understanding of 
architectural principles. Long, multi- 
paneled paintings depict Had id’s pro¬ 
jects from various perspectives, and 
sometimes re-irhagine the urban envi¬ 
ronments for which they are intended. 
Such celebrated Hadid creations as her 
competition-winning plan for the 
Peak Club in Hong Kong— in which 
volumes and forms are cantilevered 
out from the crags and peaks of the 
surrounding mountains— are revolu¬ 
tionary new takes on familiar prob¬ 
lems in construction. 

Zaha Hadid acknowledges her debt 
to Russian Suprematism and Con¬ 
structivism in such paintings as Male¬ 
vich's Tektonik (1977) for a project in 
London, and Tatlin tower and tektonik 
whirlwind (1992), the Suprematist 
icon isometrically “exploded” into a 
twister of forms as part of that year’s 
The Great Utopia exhibition at the 
Guggenheim. 

Computer animations displayed on 
video monitors demonstrate how 
Hadid’s ingenious “deconstructed” 
forms evolve from intersecting planes 
and vectors which threaten to be, but 
are never quite out of control. Her fan¬ 
tasies of the Zollhof Arts and Media 
Center in Dusseldorf and a habitable 
bridge over the Thames are particular¬ 
ly zoomy, swoopy, and groovy. T

Quantifying camp

High Camp, A Gay Guide to 
Camp and Cult Film by Paul 
Roen; Leyland Publications, Vol¬ 
ume I, $15.95; Volume II,

he first definition of camp I 

can recall reading was Susan 

Sontag’s observation in a 
now-famous essay from the early 
’60s that camp is something “so 
bad it’s good.” This, however, is 
only part of what Paul Roen 
means in his two-volume work, 
High Camp, A Gay Guide to Camp 
and Cult Films. Roen defines film 
camp as “any brazen triumph of 
artifice over dramatic substance. 
A phoniness that glories in itself.” 
He also writes that “camp is 
funny,” with an “ironic discrepan¬ 
cy between results and inten¬ 
tions.” 

In his short introduction to 
Volume I (which features a splen¬ 
did photo of Carmen Miranda on 
the cover), Roen denies that en¬ 
joyment of camp is unique to ho- 


Zsa Zsa Gabor as a rebel Venusian in Queen of Outer Space. 


listed. For example, Roen includes 
Cobra Woman, which is certainly 
unintentionally funny, meaning 
that it meets the “so bad it’s good” 
requirement. Another camp clas¬ 
sic is Autumn Leaves , a quintes¬ 
sential Joan Crawford vehicle of 
her late middle-period. 

But along with the more obvi¬ 
ous selections, Roen tosses in ti¬ 
tles that do not easily meet the de¬ 
finition of camp he provides. 
Take, for example, The Roman 
Spring of Mrs. Stone, based on 
Tennessee Williams’ novella. 
While the film makes implicit ref¬ 
erences to homosexuality, and 
though many gay men identify 
with Vivien Leigh’s character, 
Roen is on shaky ground when he 
trundles out that absurd old saw 
about Tennessee Williams’ hero¬ 
ine really being a gay man (a fa¬ 
vorite of homophobic critics of 
the‘*50s). 

Roen’s inclusion of A Streetcar 
Named Desire is equally baffling. 
He cites Tennessee Williams’ mas¬ 
terpiece because he finds Marlon 
Brando’s landmark performance 
dated and, therefore, campy. I 
don’t think so. 

The author also claims that 
many brilliant comedies, films in¬ 
tended to be funny, are actually 
camp, including Some Like It Hot, 
because of the drag element, and 
All About Eve, because of Bette 
Davis’ theatrical performance. 
While these inclusions may seem 
dubious (there’s more than mere 
artifice operating in both), Roen 
couldn’t be more accurate to in¬ 
clude Sextette, Mae West’s last film 
(1978), and Bette Davis’ Beyond 
the Forest. 

The author’s definition of cult 
films as movies seen over and 
over by fans who often memorize 
the dialogue is too general. By 
that definition, Casablanca quali¬ 
fies, yet is missing from this list. 
Also absent is Orson Welles’ 
Touch of Evil, which was a com¬ 
mercial failure at the time of its 
release in 1958, but today enjoys 
enormous popularity, if for no 
other reason than its camp ele¬ 
ments, which include Charlton 
Heston’s Mexican accent, Marlene 
Dietrich as a Tijuana madam, and 
Mercedes McCambridge as a 
butch gang leader who watches 
Janet Leigh get raped. 

Both volumes are superbly il¬ 
lustrated, Roen’s writing style is 
lively, and he includes plot sum¬ 
maries as well as discussions of 
each movie’s camp and cult qual¬ 
ities. There is also a helpful index 
organized by performer’s name 
(it should come as no surprise 
that Bette Davis has the most en¬ 
tries in Volume I, Joan Crawford 
in Volume II). The next time 
you’re in the mood for a camp 
flick, it wouldn’t hurt to consult 
these books before running off to 
the video store. T

: clear, Ruth Hastings isn’t 

broadcasting the fact that 
1997 marks the 25th anniversary 
of her performing debut, the 20th 
anniversary of her collaboration 
with Barry Lloyd, and the 5th an¬ 
niversary of her opening of the 
Larkspur Cafe Theatre in Lark¬ 
spur. 

But then, Hastings hardly 
needs to advertise her celebrity. A 
versatile and tireless chanteuse, 
she has performed throughout 
the United States, Canada, and 
Europe, her widely varying mate¬ 
rial celebrating everything from 
Kurt Weill and Rodgers and Hart 
to musical themes of World War 
II, New York, and Paris. Still going 
strong, Hastings and Lloyd have 
returned to their first love — the 
music of Jacques Brel and Edith 


Piaf. 

I recently caught Hastings and 
Lloyd’s “Brel/Piaf” show at the 
Larkspur Cafe Theatre, and if 
there were any lingering doubts 
about these performers’ abilities, 
they were quickly put to rest. The 
show was marvelous. With scarce¬ 


ly any patter connecting the num¬ 
bers, Hastings and Lloyd chose to 
let the songs speak for themselves, 
and speak they did. 

Hastings is an attractive 
woman whose soulful eyes, toothy 
smile, and theatrical flair add to 


her unique ability to put across a 
song. Barry Lloyd is a more-than- 
accomplished accompanist. His 
astute arrangements and sensitive 
playing provided a strong back¬ 
bone for this show. Hastings’ in¬ 
terpretations, the pair’s duets, and 
Lloyd’s several solo turns were all 


effective. I would have appreciated 
a little more intimate rapport 
with the audience, but this is a 
small quibble. 

I was surprised, too, that more 
of the show wasn’t sung in 
French. Only Brel’s “La Tendresse” 


and a snippet of Piaf’s “La Vie en 
Rose” were sung in their original 
language, as was Lloyd’s convinc¬ 
ing Flemish “Marieke.” Still, Hast¬ 
ings and Lloyd know their way 
around these numbers, and their 
respect for the material and love 
of performing them came across 
every time. 

You can see these two veteran 


performers at Piaf’s, the sophisti¬ 
cated new San Francisco restau- 
rant-cum-cabaret on Market 
Street, where they’ll be perform¬ 
ing “Cabaret Songs for a Winter’s 
Night” through mid-January. The 
bill includes songs by Coward, 
Sondheim, Porter, Gershwin and, 
of course, Brel. You’ll have no re¬ 
grets. ▼

ulia Watts’ second Naiad 

. novel, Phases of the Moon , is a 
||P remarkable piece of fiction 
that reads like an authentic oral 
history. 

Glenda Mooney is a young 
woman growing up in the 
wretched poverty of a Kentucky 
coal-mining town in the late ’40s. 
Her chances for a future that is 
anything but bleak seem to hover 
somewhere between slim and 
none, until she discovers music. 
When she sings, Glenda finds a 
spirit greater than anything she 
has ever known, and it’s her musi¬ 
cal talent that eventually helps her 
create possibilities for herself. This 
is not, however, a simple rags-to- 
riches tale, for Glenda’s life is con¬ 
siderably more complex than that. 

Watts does an exceptional job 
suggesting an Appalachian dialect 
— she uses enough examples to 
remind us of Glenda’s origins, but 
not so many that it becomes in¬ 
trusive. Glenda’s discovery of the 
joys of lesbiana is especially well- 
depicted. Watts creates an extra¬ 
ordinary character in Glenda, and 
through her musings we meet the 
others who figure in her remark¬ 
able life. I found myself wishing 
that I could meet Glenda and her 
friends, or at least hear them sing. 


Using a fine first-person narrative, 
Watts recounts the history of the 
early days of rock ’n’ roll and its 
country cousin, rockabilly, as well 
as the tales of the men and women 
who found their souls in that 
music. Glenda Mooney is a char¬ 
acter you will remember for a 
long time, and with great fond¬ 
ness. T

Although there are several 
good stories in this edition, there 
are, alas, a lot of duds as well. 
Laura Adams’ “Lay Lady Lay” will 
amuse anyone who writes for a 
living. Karin Kallmaker’s “Look¬ 
ing Out on the Morning Rain” is 
a wonderfully constructed chase 
around San Francisco, as a free¬ 
lance photographer searches for a 
bit of color in an otherwise gray 
winter day. But many of the sto¬ 
ries have an incomplete feel, as if 
they were chapters from a work- 
in-progress rather than stories 
complete in themselves. Lady Be
